IL  An  Anfwer  to  the  moft  general  Ob¬ 
jections  againft  the  Being  and  Power  of 
Witches  :  With  fome  Remarks  upon  the 
Cafe"  of  Jane  Wenham  in  particular,  arid 
on  Mr.  Juftice  Powel’s  Procedure  therein. 

To  which  are  added, 

The  Tryals  of  Florence  Newton,  a  famous 
IriJI)  Witch,  at  the  AlFizes  held  at  Cork ,  Anno  1661 , 
as  alfo  of  two  Witches  at  the  Ailizes  held  at  Bury 
St .  Edmonds  in  Suffolk ,  Anno  1664^  before  Sir  Mat¬ 
thew  Hale,  (then  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer)  who  were  foitnd  guilty  and  executed. 


Now  the  IVorks  of  the  Flejh  are  'nanifejlj  which  are  thefe. 
Adultery  ,  Fornication  ,  Uncleannefs  ,  Laf  civioufnefs  ,  Idolatry , 
Witchcraft,  Galat.  Cbap.V.  Verf.  19,20. 
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FTF.R  having,  in  as  plain  and  clear  a  Manner  as  I  could, 
given  the  World  a  full  and  true  Account  of  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  againil  Jane  Wenham ,  I  was  in  hopes  that  I  fhould 
have  no  farther  Occasion  to  divert  my  Pen  from  fome  other 
much  mere  important  Subjects,  which  I  was  engag’d  in,  both 
by  Duty  and  Inclination, 

But  being  inform’d,  that  the  Incredulity  of  the  Judge ,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  great  Pronenefs  of  the  Age  to  Sadducifm  and  In-V 
fidelity,  had  caus’d  many  Objections  to  be  rais’d  againft  that 
faithful  and  impartial  Relation  of  Matter  of  Fa£t,  1  thought 
my  felf  oblig’d,  for  my  own  Vindication,  and  that  qf  the  Per¬ 
sons  principally  concern’d  in  the  Profecution,  not  to  remain  Si¬ 
lent,  when  I  had  fo  much  to  urge  in  my  Defence. 

In  order  to  which,  I  firfi  prefent  my  Reader  with  an  AbfiraCl 
cf  a  famou&Tryal  of  two  Witches  before  the  Great  and  Good 
Sir  Matthew  Hale ,  a  Man  too  well  known  to  need  any  Enco - 
vi nans f  either  for  his  Piety,  or  Knowledge  in  the  Law  5  and  it 
is  humbly  hop’d,  that  his  declar’d  Opinion,  that  there  were 
really  fuHj  Per fons  as  Witches ,  will  be  put  in  the  Ballance  with 
that  of  Mr.  Jufiice  Vowel . 

’  Having  alfo,  upon  reading  Mr.  G1  anvil's  Book,  met  with  an 
Infiance  of  a  Difeovery  of  Witchcraft,  almoft  in  every  Cir- 
cumfiance  agreeing  with  our  Cafe,  I  thought  my  feif  oblig’d  to 
mfert  it  with  Observations  upon  thole  parts  of  it  which  fo  near¬ 
ly  refemble  our  particular  Cafe,  that  the  one  feems  to  be  a  Copy 
of  the  other. 

X  have  alfo,  for  the  Satisfa<fi:ion  of  fome  honed  Gentlemen, 
who  never  had  any  O-cafion  to  enquire  into  thefe  Matters,  and 
difbelieve  the  Being  and  Power  of  Witches,  upon  the  Prejudices 
of  Education  only,  thou  ht  fit  to  reprefent  fairly  to  them  all 
the  moil  o  aterial  Objections  that  are  rais’d  againfi  the  Belief 
of  fuch  Stories,  and  have  endeavour’d  to  keep  my  felf  to  fuch  a 
plain  way  of  folving  thefe  Difficulties,  as  may  be  underfiood  by 
ordinary  Capacities.  -For  which  Reafon  I  have  indufirioufly 
avoided  any  nice  and  phiiofophical  Difqiufirbns  relating  to  the 
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Nature  and  Being  of  Spirits  in  general,  and  fuppofe  my  Reader 
to  be  a  Chriilian,  and  Believer  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

But  as  I  doubt  not  but  thofe  who  have  read  nay  former  Ac¬ 
count,  would  be  glad  to  know  in  what  Condition  the  two  poor 
afflicted  Creatures  are  in  at  prefent,  fo  I  think  the  Relation  of 
it  may  poffibly  ferve  to  other  good  Ends,  and  convince  fonje  Un¬ 
believers;  and  therefore  I  {hall  acquaint  my  Reader  what  to  my 
own  knowledge  has  pafs’d  ft  nee  the  printing  of  the  above- 
mention’d  Narrative,  which,  tho’  not  fworn  yet  before  any 
Mtigiflrate,  yet  1  can  affure  him  is  nothing  but  the  Truth. 

Anne  Thorn  continues  to  be  frequently  troubl’d  with  the 
Apparition  either  of  Jane  Wenbam  in  her  own  Shape,  or  that 
of  a  Cat,  which  fpeaks  to  her,  and  tempts  her  to  deftroy  her 
felf  with  a  Knife  that  it  brings  along  with  it.  On  the  18th 
of  March  particularly ,  it  came  to  her,  and  fpoke  as  ufual  $ 
upon  which  Anne  Thorn  fell  into  a  Fit,  and  recovering  by 
Prayers,  fhe  took  up  the  Bible  ancPfell  to  Reading.  While 
i  the  Book  was  in  her  Hands,  fhe  perceiv’d  foinething  pull  it 
from  her,  and  fhe  was  forc’d  to  let  it  fall.  Three  Perfons  who 
were  then  in  the  Room  with  her,  pook  up  the  Bible  and  en¬ 
deavour’d  to  hold  it  in  her  Hands,  but  all  their  Strength 
could  not  do  it,  the  Book  being  violently  taken  away  from 
them,  and  flung  to  the  Ground.  At  the  fame  Time  Anne 
Thorn  cry’d  out,  lhe  was  prick’d  in  the  Hand,  and  when 
v  they  look’d  on  her  Hand,  it  bled,  and  feem’d  to  have  been 
prick’d  with  a  Pen. 

Another  Thing  flill  more  remarkable,  happen’d  to  this  un¬ 
happy  Maid.  On  Thurfday  the  27th  of  March ,  fhe  at  fir  ft 
perceiv’d  a  ftrange  Nombnffs  in  two  of  her  Fingers,  which 
was  fucceeded  by  a  violent  Pain  in  her  Wrift,  and  in  an  Hour 
or  two  afterward,  fhe  could  not  fiir  her  Hand,  and  her 
Wrift  feem’d  to  be  out  cf  Joint,  alt  ho’  fhe  knew  not  how 
it  was  hurt.  Upon  which  fhe  was  fent  to  the  Bone-fetter, 
who  affirm’d  that  the  Bone  was  above  an  Inch  out  of  its  Place, 
and  did  fet  it.  When  Anne  Thorn  was  return’d  ftome,  this 
Cat  came  again  *-o  her,  and  brought  her  a  Knife,  bidding  her 
not  mind  what  thofe  about  faid  to  her,  but  cut  her  Throat, 
and  fhe  fhould  be  well.  She  has  feveral  Times  fince  feen  the 
Cat,  who  brought  her  once  a  Razor,  and  upon  her  refufing 
-  to  take  it,  the  Cat  faid.  I’ll  go  to  Non  Street ,  and  fhe  will  take 
it  ;  and  it  was  found  that  exactly  at  that  Tune  the  Cat  ap¬ 
peal’d  to  Anne  Street ,  and  offer’d  her  a  Razor. 

This  Anne  Street  continues  alfo  in  a  ftrange  Condition,  and 
Is  often  troubled  with  the  Apparition  of  this  Cat,  as  alfo  of  a 
Dog  which  accompanies  her.  On  Thurfday  the  2,7th  of 
March,  fhe  fays,  this  Dog  cams  to  her,  bidding  her  come  out ; 
and  upon  her.  faying  her  Prayers,  he  went  away  for  the;  pre¬ 
fent, 
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fent,  but  in  the  Afternoon,  about  five  a  Clock,  fhe  faw  the 
Dog  ag^in,  who  bad  her  follow  him  to  the  River*  and  ihe 
fays  he  ran  before  her,  and  file  follow’d  him,  but  before  ihe 
got  to  the  River,  three  Men  met  her,  and  brought  her  home, 
after  which  ihe  fell  into  a  Fit,  and  was  recover’d  by  Prayers. 

On  Saturday  following,  ihe  .fays,  file  faW  the  Cat  again  in 
the  Yard,  it  fpoke  to  her,  bidding  her  hang  her  felf  with 
her  Garter,  or  cut  her  Throat  with  a  Razor ;  and  after  the 
Cat  was  gone,  June  Street  was  grievoufly  pinch’d  in  the 
Arm,  fhe  knew  not  how. 

The  next  Day  alfo  fire  faw  the  Cat,  and  was  pinch’d ;  and 
at  Night  a  Rapping  wa's  heat’d  at  the  Window  by  all  that 
were  prefent ;  after  which,  a  Noife  was  heard  as  of  a  Wo¬ 
man  crying  under  the  Window,  for  four  Hburs  together*  tho’ 
nothing  was  to  be  feen. 

On  Monday  Night,  being  the  3 ill,  fire  faw  Jane  Wenham 
again  in  her  own  Shape^  but  fhe  went  away  upon  June  Street's 
faying  her  Prayers,  and  file  has  not  been  troubl’d  fince  that 
Time,  to  this  prefentDay,  the  3d  of  April. 

As  for  Mother  IVenham,  I  hear  file  has  found  out  a  Way  to 
get  plenty  of  Money  while  fhe  is  in  Prifon.  She  fays  Ihe  was 
profecuted  out  of  Spite,  only  bfecaufe  ihe  went  to  the  Dijfenting 
Meetings :  And  by  this  Means,  file  gets  Contributions  from  the 
Party  :  And  of  a  wicked  old  Witch,  is  on  a  fudden  become 
a  precious  Saint .  This  Story  put  me  upon  enquiring  of  Mr. 
Gardiner,  whether  ihe  had  ever  been  counted  a  Difienter,  and 
he  declares,  that  he  never  before  heard  that  file  us’d  to  go  to 
any  Place  of  Divine  Worihip,  and  that  he  never  took  her  to  be 
of  any  Religion  at  all  5  however,  we  are  very  willing  to  part 
wish  her,  and  wiih  the  Fanaticks  much  Joy  of  their  new  Con¬ 
vert. 

I  fmll  only  take  Notice  of  one  Thing  more  to  the  Reader, 
viz.  to  afilire  him  that  neither  Mr.  Gardiner ,  nor  Mr.  Strutt , 
had  any  Hand  in  writing  the  Narrative  of  the  Proceedings 
againfi  Jane  Wenham ,  altho’  they  are  both  Witneifes  to  the 
Truth  of  it  ;  fo  that  fome  Gentlemen  (who  in  Judice  and  Gra¬ 
titude,  as  well  as  good  Manners,  ought  to  have  held  their 
Tongues)  might  as  well  have  fpar’d  their  perjonal  Reflexions.

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An  Account  of  the  TpvYAL  of  Amy  Dqiiy* 
and  Rofe  Cullender,  for  Witchcraft ,  at  the  Jfjfh.es 
held  at  Bury  St.  Edmonds,  in  Suffolk,  March  10, 
1664.  before  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  Knight ,  then  Lord 
Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer.  N  i.  x 

AMT  Dmy  and  Rofe  Cullender,  both  of  Ley f off,  m 
Suffolk ,  were  federally  indited  for  bewitching  Eli* 
zabeth,  Anne,  and  William  Durent ,  Jane  Booking,  Sujan 
Chandler ,  Elizabeth  and  Deborah  Pacey . 

When  the  Profecutors  were  giving  .Directions  for  hy¬ 
ing  the  Indictment,  three  of  the  afflidled  Ferfons,  viz,. 
Anne  Durent ,  Sufan  Chandler ,  and  Elizabeth  Pacey ,  fell  into 
\  violent  Fits,  {creaming  in  a  difmal  Manner  ;  fo  that  they 
were  uncapable  of  giving  their  Evidence ;  and  altho'  they 
did  at  length  recover  out  of  their  Fits,  yet  they  continued 
fpeechlefs  'till  the  Conviction  ofhthe  Priioners. 

The  firft  Witnefs  at  the  Tryal ,  was  Dorothy  Durent ,  who 
depos’d,  That  about  the  10th  of  March,  nono  Car .  2.  her 
Bufmefs  calling  her  from  Home,  (lie  left  her  Child,  William 
Durent,  (then  a  fucking  Infant)  to  the  Care  of  Amy  Dmy 
for  a  few  Hours  that,  the  wasabfent  ;  but  fir i 611  y  charg'd 
the  faid  Amy  not  to  give  it  Suck.  Being  ask'd  what  need 
there  was  of  that  Caution,  Amy  being  an  old  Woman, 
and  uncapable  of  giving  Suck  ?  She  anfwer'd,  (lie  knew 
fhe  could  not  give  Suck  ;  but  one  Reafon  was,  Amy  had 
Jong  had  the  Reputation  of  a  Witch  :  Another  was,  it 
was  ufual  with  old  Women,  if  they  tended  a  fucking 
Child,  and  nothing  elfe  woidd  pleaie  it,  to  give  it  the 
Brea  ft,  which  in  lift  be  pernicious  to  the  Infant,  who 
fuck'd  nothing  but  Wind.,  She  faid  farther,  That  when 
fhe  came  Home,  Amy  told  her,  That  fhe  had  fuckl’d  her 
Child ,  contrary  to  her  Order?.  That  upon  this,  fhe  was 
very  aagry  with  Amy,  who  then  threaten'd  her  in  a  great 
Rage,  faying,  She  had  better  have  done  fo  wet  king  elfe,  than 
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have  found  Fault  with  her ,  and  went  away  ;  and  that  very 
Night  her  Child  was  taken  with  ftrange  and  terrible  Fits, 
and  fo  continu'd  for  feveral  Weeks. 

The  faid  Dorothy  Durent  farther  laid,  I  hat  being  full  of 
Concern  at  fyer  Child's  Diforder,  Che  went  to  one  Dr.  Ja¬ 
cob ,  who  liv'd  at  .Yarmouth,  a  Man  famous  for  curing  Per- 
Ions  bewitch'd.  This  Man  advis'd  her  to  hang  the  Child's 
Blanket  all  Day  in  the  Chimney-Corner,  and  at  Night  to 
wrap  her  Child  in  it,  advifmg  her  not  to  be  afraid,  if  fhe 
faw  any  Thing  in  the  Blanket,  but  take  it  and  Bing  it 
into  the  Fire.  She  did  fo  ;  and  at  Night,  when  die  look'd 
into  the  Blanket,  there  fell  from  it  a  great  load,  which 
ran  about  the  Floor.  A  young  Man  who  was  with  this 
Examinant,  catch'd  this  Toad,  ind  held  it  in  the  Fire 
with  #  Pair  of  Tongs.  Immediately  it  made  a  great 
Noife,  to  which  fucceeded  a  F.lalh  like  Gun- powder,  fol¬ 
low’d  by  a  Report  as  great  as  that  of  a  Piftol ;  and  after 
this,  the  Toad  was  no  more  feen,  neither  was  its  Subftance 
/  perceiv’d  to  coniume  in  the  Fire. 

She  faid  farther,  That  a  Neice  of  the  faid  Amy  Dmyy 
came  to  her  this  Examinant  the  next  Day,  and  told  her, 
that  her  Aunt  (meaning  Amy J  was  in  a  fad  Condition, 
her  Face  being  fcorch’d  With  Fire,  and  that  Che  was  fit¬ 
ting  alone  ftript  to  her  Smock,  without  any  Fire.  That 
lire  this  Examinant  went  immediately  to  Amy  Duny,  and 
faw  her  Face,  Legs,  and  Thighs  much  Icorch’d  with  Fire. 
That  die  ask’d  Amy  how  Che  came  in  that  Condition,  A- 
my  anfwer’d,  She  might  thank  her  for  it ,  fhe  was  the  Caufe 
of  it  •  but  jhe  fhmid  fee  Jomc  of  her  Children  dead ,  and  go  on 
Crutches  herfelf .  This  Examinant  laid  farther,  That  iince 
the  burning  the  Toad,  this  Child  was  well,  and  is  yet  a- 
live. 

She  faid  alfo,  That  about  the  6th  of  March ,  1 1  Car.  2. 
Elizabeth  Durent ,  her  Daughter,  was  taken  with  like  Fits 
with  the  fir  ft,  and  ay /dour,  That  Amy  Duny  appear'd  to 
her,  and  tormented  her.  That  Che  this  Examinant  going  to 
fetch  fomcPhytick  for  her  Child,  when  fhe  rerurn'd  Home, 
lire  found  Amy  there,  who  laid.  She  came  to'  Jee  her  Child , 
and  give  it  jome  H  ater.  At  which  this  Examinant  wras  ve¬ 
ry  angry  With  her,  and  thru  ft  Iter  out  of  the  Houfe  ;  up¬ 
on  which  Amy  laid,  Ttu  need  not  be  fo  angry ,  your  Child 
mil  not  live  long  •  which  p  rov'd  true,  for  her  Child  dy'd 
in  two  Days  after ;  and  this  Examinant  really  believes, 
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that  Amy  Buny  did  bewitch  her  Child  to  Death,  fhe  ha¬ 
ving  long  had  the  Reputation  of  a  Witch,  and  fome  of 
her  Relations  having  liiffer’d  for  Witchcraft. 

SM  farther  faid,That  foon  after  the  Death  of  her  Daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth,  this  Examinant  was  taken  lame  in  both  her 
Legs,  and  was  forc’d  to  go  upon  Cratches *  which  fhe 
continu’d  to  do  to  this  Time.  The  Court  ask’d  her,  Whe¬ 
ther  it  were  with  her ,  when  fhe  was  took  lame ,  according  to  the 
Oiflom  of  Women  t  She  anfwer’d,  It  was,  and  always  was 
ib,  but  when  fhe  was  with  Child. 

So  far  this  Witnefs.  It  was  remarkable,  that  altho ’fhe 
had  gone  upon  Crutches  for  three  Years,  and  did  lb  at 
the  Aflizes,  before  Amy  Bmy  was  con  vi  bled,  yet  then  fhe 
was  immediately  reftor’d  to  her  Strength,  and  went  Home 
without  Crutches. 

As  for  Elizabeth  and  Deborah  Pacey ,  the  el  deft  about  1 1 
Years  eld,  as  I  faid  before,  was  taken  with  a  Fit,  and 
continu’d  fpeechfefs.  While  lire  was  in  her  Fit,  One  ap¬ 
pear'd  at  firft  without  any  Symptom  of  Life,  laving  that 
her  Stomach  and  Belly,  when  lne  drew  her  Breath,  would 
rife  to  a  great  Height.  Afterwards,  when  fhe  was  a  little 
better,  fhe  lean’d  her  Head  upon  a  Cufhion  laid  over  the 
Bar  of  the  Court,  with  her  Apron  over  her  Head,  and  her 
Hand  upon  it,  and  continu’d  in  this  Pofture,  ’till,  by  Or¬ 
der  of  the  judge,  Amy  Buny  was  brought  privately  to  her, 
and  touch’d  her  Hand ;  upon  which,  the  Child,  whole  Eyes 
had  been  faft  clos’d  all  this  while,  flew  at  Amy,  and 
fcratch’d  her,  and  was  hardly  forc’d  from  her,  and  after¬ 
wards  made  many  Signs  of  Eager ne Is  to  come  at  her. 

Beborah ,  the  youngeft,  was  To  ill,  that  she  could  not 
be  brought  to  the  Aflizes.  The  Evidence  relating  to  tbele 


two,  was  as  follows: 

Samuel  Paccy ,  of  Ley  ft  of \  Merchant,  (a  foher  good  Man) 
being  fworn,  laid.  That  on  Thurjday  the  10th  of  Qldober 
laft,  his  younger  Daughter  Deborah^  about  nine  Years' old, 
was  luddenly  taken  lo  Lame,  that  fhe  could  not  Hand  on 
her  Legs,  and  fo  continu’d  ’till  the  17th  of  the  fame 
Month,  when  the  Child  de fir’d  to  be  carry  VI  to  a  Bank 
on  the, Eaf  Side  of  the  Houle,  looking  towards  the  Sea  5 
and  while  fhe  was  fitting  there,  Amy  Limy  came  to  this 
Examinant’s  Houle,  to  buy  fome  TM rings,  but  was  de¬ 
riv’d.  Then  (lie  came  twice  more,  but  being1  as  often  de¬ 
ny  Vi,  fhe  went  eway  difcontented  and  grumbling.  At 
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this  Infant  of  Time,  the  Child  was  taken  with  terrible 
Fits,  complaining  of  a  Pain  in  her  Stomach,  as.  if  (he 
was  prick’d  with  Pins,  (h  ricking  out  with  a  Voice  like  a 
Whelp,  and  thus  continu’d  ’till  the  30th  of  the  fame 
Month. 

In  the  mean  Time,  Dr.  Feavor  was  Tent  for,  who  de¬ 
clar’d  to  this  Examinant,  (and  afterwards  at  the  Trya.l) 
That  he  could  not  conceive  the  Caufe  of  the  Child’s  Af¬ 
fliction.  And  farther,  -this  Examinant  faith.  That  Amy 
Tuny  having  long  had  the  Reputation  of  a  Witch,  and 
his  Child  having  in  the  Intervals  of  her  Fits,  conftantly 
cry’d  out  on  her,  as  the  Caufe  of  her  Diforder,  and  Paid, 
that  the  fa  id  Amy  did  appear  to  her,  and  fright  her.  He 
did  fufpebk  the  (aid  Amy  Duny  to  be  a  Witch,  and  charg’d 
her  with  being  the  Caufe  of  his  Child’s  Illnefs,  and  fet 
bet  in  the  Stocks.  That  while  five  was  in  the  Stocks,  Alice 
Lstteridge  and  Jane  Buxton ,  (who  afterwards  depos’d  the 
lame  in  Court)  ask’d  Amy  what  was  the  Reafon  of  Mr. 
Facey  s  Child’s  Illnefs,  telling  her  they  heard  Ike  had  a 
Hand  in’t  ?  She  anfwer’d,  Mr.  Pacey  keeps  a  great  Stir 
with  his  Child ,  but  let  him  Jay  ’ till  he  has  done  as  much  by 
bis  Children ,  as  /  have  done  by  mine.  Being  ask’d  what  was 
that,  (he  (aid,  She  had  been  fain  to  open  her  Child's  Mouth 
with  a  Tap,  to  give  it  Victuals. 

He  farther  faid,  That  two  Days  after  his  Daughter,  Eli¬ 
zabeth  was  taken  with  fuch  ftrange  Fits,  that  they  could 
mot  force  open  her  Mouth  without  a  Tap,  which  they 
were  compel  I’d  to  ufe  ;  and  the  younger  Child  being  in 
the  lame  Condition,  they  us’d  to  her  the  fame  Remedy. 

He  faid  -alfo,  That  both  Children  would  grievoudy  com¬ 
plain,  that  Amy  Duny,  and  another  Woman,  whofe  Habit 
and  Looks  they  ddcrib'cf,  did  appear  to  them,  and  torment 
them,  and  would  cry  out,  There  (lands  Amy  Duny,  There 
/lands  Rofe  Cullender,  the  other  Perfon  who  afflicked  them. 

Their  Fits  were  not  alike  ;  fbmetimes  they  were  lame 
on  the  Right  Side,  fometimes  on  the  Left  •  lometimes  lb 
lore  they  could  not  bear  to  be  touch’d  •  fometimes  pci> 
feotly  well  in  other  Rcfpefls,  but  they  could  not  hear  ; 
at  other  Times  they  could  not  fee  j  fometimes  they  loft 
their  Speech  for  one,  two,  and  once  eight  Days  together. 
At  times  they  had  fwooning  Fits,  and  when  they  could 
(peak,  were  taken  with  a  Fit  of  Coughing,  and  vomited 
F legrn  and  crooked  Pins,  and  once  a  great  Two-penny 

fE  '  Nail, 
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Nail,  with  above  40  Fins,  which  Nail  the  Examinant 
laid  he  faw  vomited  up,  and  many  of  the  Pins.  The 
Nail  and  Pins  were  produc'd  in  the  Court,  They  ufuai- 
ly  vomited  a  Pin  towards  the  End  of  a  Fit,  four  or  live 
of  which  they  fometimes  had  in. a  Day.  C 

Thus  the  Children  continu'd  for  two  Months,  in  vthich 
Time  this  Examinant  often  made  'em  read  in  the  New  Te- 
ftament,  and  ,pbferv’d  when  they  came  to  the  Words  Lordi 
or  Chrifi ,  they  could  not  pronounce  them,  but  fell 
into  a  Fit.  Whenthey  came  to  the  Word  Satan,  or  De¬ 
vil ,  they  would  point,  and  fay,  1  his  bites ,  hut  males  me 
Jpeal  right  well.^  He  faid,  That  in  the  Intervals  of  the  Fits, 
which  he  thinks  occa hon'd  by  naming  Lord,  Jefus}  or 
Cbrid,  he  ask’d  them  why  they  could  not  fpeak  thofc 
Words,  they  would  fay,  Amy  Duny  faith  1  rrnjl  not  uje 
that  Name. 

He  laid  alfb,  That  his  Children  would  fay  Amy  Duny 
often  appear  d  to  em,  with  Roje  Cullender ,  and  threaten’d 
em,  1  hat  if  they  told  what  they  Jaw  or  heard,  they  would  tor - 
merit  'em  ten  times  more  than  ever  they  did  before \  That  the 
Children  would  run  to  the  Place  where'they  fancy'd  'em 
to  be  (ometimes  (pinning,  fometimes  reeling,  ifn  various 
Poftures,  threatening  them. 

This  Examinant  faith  farther,  That  finding  his  Children 
thus  tormented,  without Mopes  of  Recovery,  he  lent  them 
to  his  Sifter  Margaret  Arnold ,  at  Yarmouth ,  being  willing 
to  try  whether  Change  of  Air  would  help  ’em,  and  refers 
to  her  the  Relation  of  what  happen’d  to  them  afterwards. 

Margaret  Arnold  being  fworn,  laith,  That  about  the 
30th  of  November ,  Elizabeth  and  Deborah  Pacey  came  to 
her  Houfe,  with  her  Brother,  who  told  her  what  had  hap¬ 
pen'd  at  his  Houfe,  and  that  he  thought  his  Children  be¬ 
witch  d  ,*  but  (lie  this' Examinant  did  not  much  regard 
it,  fuppofing  the  Children  had  play'd  Tricks,  and  put  the 
Pins  into  their  Mouths  themfelves.  She  therefore  took  all 
the  Pins  from  their  Cloths,  fowing  them  with  Thread,  in- 
ilcad  of  pinning  them.  But  notwithftanding,they  rak’d  at 
times  at  lea  i  30  Pins  in  her  Preience,  and:  had  terrible  Fits ; 
in  which  Fits  they  would  cry  out  upon  Amy  Duny  and 
Rofe  Cullender ,  laying  they  jaw  them,  and  heard  them 
threatening  as  before.  That  they  law  Things  like  Mice  run¬ 
ning  about  the  Houfe,  and  one  of  them  catch’d  one  of 
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them,  and  threw  it  into  the  Fire,  which  made  a  Noife  like 
a  Rat. 

Another  Time  the  younger  Child  being  out  of  Doors, 
i  a  Thing  like  a  Bee  would  have  forc’d  it  lelf  into  her 
Mouth,  at  which  the  Child  ran  (creaming  into  the  Houfe, 
and  before  this  Examinant  could  come  to  her,  fell  into  a 
Fit,  and  vomited  a  Two-penny  Nail  with  a  broad  Head  ; 
and  after  that,  this  Examinant  ask’d  the  Child  how  (he 
came  by  this  Nail,  (lie  anfwer’d,  7 he  Bee  brought  the  Naif 
^  and  forc'd  it  into  her  Mouth. 

At  other  times  the  elded  Child  told  this.  Examinant, 
That  (lie  faw  Flies  bring  her  crooked  Pins,  and  then  fhe 
would  falfinto  a  Fit,  and  vomit  fuch  Pins.  One  time 
the  faid  Quid  laid  (he  faw  a  Moufe,/and  crept  under  the 
Table  to  look  for  it ;  and  afterwards  the  Child  feem’d  to 
put  fomething  in  her  Apron,  faying.  She  had  caught,  it , ' 
and  ran  to  the  Fire  and  threw  it  in,  on  which  did  appear 
to  this  Examinant  fomething  like  a  Flafh  of  Gun-powder,, 
altho’  (he  does  own  (he  faw  nothing  in  the  Child’s  Hand, 

Once  the  Child  being  fpeechlds,  but  otherwife  very  fen- 
fible,  ran  up  and  down  the  Houfe,  crying,  Hu[hy  hujh ,  as 
if  (he  had  feen  Poultry  ;  but  this  Examinant  faw  nothing. 
At  lad  the  Child  eaten  d  at  fomething,  and  threw  it  into 
the  Fire,  Afterwards,  when  the  Child  could  (peak,  this 
Examinant  ask’d  her  what  fhe  faw  at  that  time,  fhe  : 
anfwer’d,  She  faw  a  Duck .  Another  time  the  youngeft 
Child  faid  after  a  Fit,  That  Amy  Duny  had  been  with  her, 
and  tempted  her  to  drown  herfelf,  or  cut  her  Throat,  or 
otherwife  dedroy  herfelf.  Another  time  they  both  cry’d 
out  of  Amy  Duny  and  Rofe  Cullender ,  faying,  Why  don't  you 
come  your  fches  *  why  do  you  fend  your  Imps  to  torment  m  t 

This  Examinant  farther  faith,  That  fhe  did  let  down 
there  Things  as  they  happen’d,  and  that  fire  does  really 
believe  thefe  Children  are  bewitch’d  by  Amy  Duny  and 
Rofe  Cullender ,  although  at  firfl  fire  was  not  inclinable  to 
think  fo, 

Anne  Dttrent  was  another  of  the  Perfons  affii&ed,  and 
then  prefent  in  Court. 

Her  Father,  Edmund  Durent ,  of  Ley  ft  off y  being  (worn, 
faid,  That  towards  the  End  of  November  lad,  Rofe  Cullen¬ 
der  came  to  his  Houle  to  buy  Herrings  of  his  Wife,  who 
refus’d  to  let  her  have  any  *  upon  which,  the  faid  Rofe  went 
Wav  ftemingly  angry.  That  afterward?,  on  the  id  of 

December 
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December  following,  Anne  Durent,  his  Daughter,  com¬ 
plain'd  of  a  fad  Pain  in  her  Stomach,  like  the  pricking 
of  Pins,  and  foon  after  fell  into  fwooning  Fits  ;  and  up¬ 
on  her  Recovery,  Che  cry 'd  out,  that  (die  had  feenthe  Ap¬ 
parition  of'  Rofe  Cullender ,  who  threaten'd  to  torment  her ; 
and  thus  (he  continued  (having  vomited  up  Ieveral  Pins, 
which  were  produc'd  in  Court)  until  the  Aflizcs*  This 
Anne  Durent  was  then  in  Court,  but  could  not  give  her 
Evidence,  by  Reafon  of  flrange  Fits  (he  fell  into  at  the 
Sight  of  Rofe  Cullender . 

Anne  Baldwin  being  fworn,  teflifyd  the  fame  Thing  as 
to  Anne  Durent's  being  bewitch'd. 

Jane  Booking ,  another  of  the  affiidEd,  was  fo  ill,  that 
fhe  could  not  come  to  the  Affizcs.  But  as  to  her 

Diana  Booking ,  of  Ley  ft  off. \  was  fworn,  and  laid,  Her 
Daughter,  Jane  Booking ,  had  been  formerly  troubl’d  with 
Fits,  but  always  recover’d  of  them  ;  but  on  the  ift  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  lad,  (he  complain'd  grievoufly  of  a  flrange  Pain  in 
her  Stomach,  as  if  it  had  been  prick'd  with  Pins,  and  fell 
afterwards  into  a  Fit,  and  had  many  Returns  of  thefeFits 
till  this  Time,  eating  little  or  nought,  and  often  vomited 
crooked  Pins,  particularly  on  Sunday  lafl  (lie  brought  up 
feven  of  them.  When  ike  was  in  her  Fits,  Ike  would 
fpread  Abroad  her  Arms,  andufe  Poftur'es  as  if  Ike  ca  tch- 
ed  at  fomething,  with  her  Hands  open,  and  then  would 
fhut  em  again  ;  and  upon  opening  her  Hands,  crooked 
Pins  were  found  in  em,altho  it  could  not  be  perceiv’d  how 
they  could  be  brought  to  hen  At  another  time  fhe  talk'd 
in  her  Fits  as  if  to  fome  Perfon,  (akho'  Ike  would  take 
no  Notice  of  any  that  were  prelent)  then  Ike  held  out 
her  Hand,  faying,  I  mil  not  have  it,  1  mil  not  have  it.  Af¬ 
terwards  ike  faid,  I  will ,  and  Ikut  her  Hands  dole,  and 
upon  forcing  her  Hand  open,  was  found  in  it  a  Lath- 
Nail.  She  often  cry'd  out  in  her  Fits,  There  /lands  Rofe 
Cullender  at  the  Bed's  Feet  ;  fometimes  fke  faid  fhe  faw 
her  at  the  Bed's  Head ,  and  fometimes  in  other  Places  Af¬ 
terwards  Ike  was  fpeechlefs  for  ieveral  Days,  the'  not  in 
Fits.  When  fke  could  fpeak,  Ike  defir'd  foine  Meat,  and 
being  ask'd  why  flie  did  not  fpeak  in  fo  many  Days,  Ike 
laid,  Amy  Dmy  would  not  let  her .  The  Pins  and  Nail  were 
ikewn  in  Court. 

As  to  Safari.  Chandler ,  another  of  the  affi&ed,  and  in 
Court,  her  Mother,  Mary  /handler,  being  fworn,  laid, 

That; 
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That  about  the  Beginning  of  February  laft,  (he  ms  ap¬ 
pointed  i  among  five  other  Women,  by  Sir  Edmund  Bacuny 
(who  had  granted  a  Warrant  again  ft  the  Prifoners  upon 
the  Complaint  of  Mr.  PaceyJ  to  iearch  the  Bod  ies  of  the 
Prifoners.  That  they  went  to  Rofe  Cullender ,  and  told  her 
they  had  Orders  to  iearch  her  Body,  which  (he  confented 
to.  That  having  ftript  her  naked,  they  began  at  her 
Head,  and  toward  the  Bottom  of  her  Belly,  they  found 
Something  like  a  Teat,  about  an  Inch  long.  Being  que- 
ftion’d  about  it,  (he  fa  id,  She  had  got  a  Strain  by  carrying 
Water,  which  was  the  Caufe  of  that  Excrefcence.  On  farther 
Search,  they  found  in  her  Privities  more  of  thefe  Teats, 
but  Imaller  than  the  other.  This  Examinant  faith  far¬ 
ther,  That  at  the  End  of  the  long  Teat,  was  a  little  Hole, 
that  it  feenTd  to  have  been  newly  fuck’d,  and  it  being 
fqueez’d,  there  came  out  white  Mtiky  Matter. 

She  laid  alio,  That  her  laid  Daughter  Sufm?  then  a 
Servant  in  Leyftcff \  and  about  18  Years  old,  having  Buft- 
nefs  to  rife  the  next  Morning  to  walk,  law  Rofe  Cullender 
appear  to  her,  and  the  faid  Rofe  took  her  by  the  Hand  ; 
at  winch  (he  was  much  frighted,  and  came  to  this  Ex¬ 
aminant,  and  told  her  of  it.  Then  (he  fell  extreamly 
Tick,  complaining  grievoudy  of  her  Stomach  ;  and  that 
Night,  being  in  Bed  with  another  young  Woman,  (he 
(brick'd  out,  crying  Rofe  Cullender  would  come  to  Bed  to  her , 
and  fell  into  grievous  Fits,  beating  herfelf  in  a  terrible 
Manner.  In  her  Intervals,  (he  faidWometimes  fhe  Jaw 
Rofe  Cullender ,  femetimes  fhe  fm>  her ,  and  a  great  Dog  with 
her.  She  vomited  many  crooked  Pins,  and  was  forne- 
times  ftrickcn  blind,  at  other  times  dumb,  as  (he  was  for 
the  prefent  in  Court  ;  but  being  carry 'd  out,  in  half  an 
Hour  (he  recover'd  her  Speech  ;  and  being  brought  in  a- 
gain,  and  ask'd  whether  (lie  could  give  her  Evidence, 
(he  faid  lire  could.  But  being  iworn,  and  ask’d  what  (he 
could  (ay  again  ft  the  Prifoners,  fhe  fell  into  a  grievous 
Fit,  and  cry'd  out,  Burn  her7  Burn  her ;  which  was  all  fhe 
could  fay. 

Robert ^Chandler  being  fwern,  agreed  with  his  Wife  in 
all  Parts  of  her  Evidence,  except  that  concerning  the 
4  iearching  Rofe  Cullender* 

This  was  all  the  Evidence  relating  to  the  bewitching 
theft  Children.  At  the  Tryal  were  many  eminent  Per- 
ions  j  and  among  the  reft,  Mr.  Serjeant  Keeling,  who  wW 
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unfatisfy’d  with  the  Evidence,  which  he  thought  not  fu f- 
ficient  to  convid  the  Prifoners.  ;  For  fuppofing  thefe  Per- 
Ibns  were  bewitch'd,  yet  their  Imagination  only  was  not 
fufficient  to  fix  it  on  the  Prifoners;  elfe  who  could  be 
fafe,  fince  their  Fancies  might  pofllbly  run  on  an  innocent 
Perfon  ? 

The  learned  Dr.  Browne  of  Norwich,  being  alfo  prefent, 
was  defir’d  to  give  his  Opinion  of  the  three  Perfons  in 
Court.  He  Paid  he  was  clearly  of  Opinion,  that  they 
were  bewitch’d  ;  that  there  had  lately  been  a  Difcovery 
of  Witches  in  Denmark,  who  us’d  the  faille  Way  of  tor¬ 
menting  Perfons,  by  conveying  crooked  Pins,  Needles, 
and  Nails  into  their  Bodies.  That  he  thought  in  fuch  Ga¬ 
les  the  Devil  adled  upon  Human  Bodies,  by  natural  Means, 
viz,*  By  exciting  and  ftirring  up  the  iuperLabundant  Hu¬ 
mours,  he  did  afflict  them  in  a  more  Purprizing  Manner, 
by  the  faipe  Diieafes  their  Bodies  were  ufually  ftibjedt  to. 
That  thefe  Fits  might  be  natural,  only  raised  to  a  great 
Degree,  by  the  Subtilty  of  the  Devil  co-operating  with 
the  Malice  of  thefe  Witches. 

Befides  the  above-mention’d  Particulars,  other  Tryals 
were  made  to  fatisfy  the  Court,  that  the  Children  were 
really  bewitch’d. 

At  firft  the  Prifoners  were  brought  intoCourt  t»  the  af- 
fli6fed,  to  touch  them;  and  upon  the  leaf!:  Touch  of  them, 
(of  Rofe  Cullender  in  particular,  tho’  before  they  feem’d 
void  of  all  Senle,  and  their  Fifts  were  faft  clench’d,  fo 
that  a  ftropg  Man  could  not  force  them  open)  they  in- 
ftantly  Phriek’d  out,  and  open’d  their  Hands  ;  but  when 
any  other  Perfon  touch’d  ’em,  they  took  no  Notice  of  it ; 
and  altho’  they  were  blinded,  left  they  fhottld  privately 
fee,  Roje  Cullenders  touching  them  had  the  fame  Effedt. 

An  ingenious  Perfon  that  was  prefent,  objedfed,  that 
this  Experiment  was  not  fufficient  to  find  the  Prifoners 
guilty,  fince  the  Children  might  counterfeit,  and  percei¬ 
ving  when  lire  touch’d  them,  put  theinfelves  into  thole  vi¬ 
olent  Motions. 

It  was  therefore  privately  dcfir’d  by  the  Judge,  that 
fome  eminent  Gentlemen  in  Court  would  attend  one  of 
the  diftemper’d  Perfons,  while  (be  was  in  her  Fits,  at  the 
other  End  of  the  Hall,  and  bring  one  of  the  Witches  to 
her,  and  fee  what  would  follow.  They  did  fo,  and  the 
Maid  being  blinded,  jimy  Duny  was  brought  near ;  bur  a* 
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riothct  Perfon  touch’d  her,  and  the  Touch  had  the  fame 
Effect  with  that  which  the  Witches  had.  Whereupon  the 
Gentlemen  return’d,  and  protefed  they  believ’d  the  whole 
Bufincfs  an  tmpofturc.  This  put  the  whole  Court  to  a 
Stand.  At  that,  Mr.  Pacey  laid.  The  Maid  might  be  de¬ 
ceiv’d  by  a  Sufpicion,  that  the  Witch  touch’d  her,  when 
(he  did  not.  That  he  obferv’d,  that  in  all  her  Fits,  flhe 
Was  fenfibtc  of  what  was  done  to  her ;  which  was  after¬ 
wards  confirm’d  by  the  Maid,  when  the  recover’d,  on 
Conviftion  of  the  Prifoners.  And  in  fome  Mens  Opini¬ 
on,  this  rather  a  Confirmation  that  they  were  really 
bewitch’d,  than  a  Sign  of  Fallacy.  For  it  is  impoflible, 
that  Children  as  they  were,  and  of  feveral  Families  no 
way  related  to.  each  other,  fhould  be  able  all  to  deceive  their 
Relations ;  and  *tis  unreafonable  to  think,  that  they 
fnould  confpire  together  to  take  away  the  Lives  of  two 
filly  Women  ;  and  the  Prifoners  themfelyes  did  fcarce  fo 
much  as  object  that  there  was  any  Malice  in  the  Cafe. 
Therefore,  fay  they,  that  extraordinary  Commotion  of  the 
Spirits  of  the  Children,  at  the  approach  of  thefe  Women, 
y  and  no  Others,  (hows,  that  they  were  the  Perfons  that  did 
bewitch  cm. 

Secondly,  John  SoAm  of  Ley  ft  off y  being  fworn,  faid. 
That  not  long  fmee  he  had  three  Harveft-C&rts  going  in¬ 
to  the  Field  to  load  ;  that  one  of  them  wrench’d  the  Win* 
4ow  of  Rofe  Cullender ,  who  came  out,  and  threaten’d  him. 
That  the  other  Carts  went  well  enough,  but  this  was  o- 
verturn’d  twice  or  thrice  that  Day.  That  they  could  not 
get  it  through  a  Gate,  till  they  had  cut  down  the  Pods, 
altho’  the  Cart  did  not  touch  them  ;  neither  could  they 
bring  it  to  the  Place  where  they  would  unload  it,  ’till 
the  next  Morning  ;  and  then  they  did  it  eafily. 

Robert  Sherri  ngham  being  fworn,  faid,  That  about  two 
Years  fince  the  Axle-tree  of  his  Cart  broke  down  part  of 
Rofe  Cullenders  tfoufe  $  upon  which  (lie  threaten’d  him  in 
a  great  Rage,  that  his  Horfcs  thould  fuffer  for  it.  That 
foon  after  all  thofe  Horfes,  being  four,  dy’d.  That  he  has 
finee  had  great  JLoffes  in  his  Cattcl,  and  was  Shortly  after 
take*  lame  for  fome  Days,  and  recover’d, but  was  fo  plagu’d 
with  great  Lice,  that  he  was  fojc  d  to  burn  twro  Suits  of 
Cloaths,  and  then  was  well  again. 

Richard  Spencer  being  fworn,  faid.  That  on  the  iff  of 
September  lafi  he  heard  Slmy  Duny  fay,  Jh.it  the  Devil  would 
....  ,  '  ;s  -  '  ~  not 
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not  let  her  re/,  * till  {he  was  reveng'd  on  Cornelius  SandefweHV 
Wife. 

Anney  Wife  to  Cornelius  Sandefwell ,  depos'd  on  Oath, 
That  feven  or  eight  Years  ago,  (he  having  bought  fomc 
Geeftj  Amy  told  her,  If  (he  did.  not  fetch  'em  Home ,  they'd  he 
defiroyd  ;  which  happen’d  accordingly.  That  Amy  told 
her  Husband,  (who  was  her  Landlord)  That  he  mud 
take  Care  of  fuch  a  Chimney,  or  it  would  fall.  That  this 
Examinant  repyl’d,  3T was  a  new  one .  .Soon  after  the  Chim¬ 
ney  fell  down,  as  Amy  had  laid.  She  (aid  farther,  That 
having  a  Firkin  of  Fifo  fent  to  her,  which  lay  in  Leyfloff 
Road,  foe  defir’d  Amy  to  go  with  her,  to  help  bring  it 
Home.  Amy  reply ’d,  She  would  go  when  {he  had  it.  Then 
this  Examinant  laid,  That  foe  went  to  the  Boat-man,  and 
demanded  the  Firkijp.  The  Men  told  her,  They  could  not 
hep  it  in  the  Boat  from  falling  into  the  Sea,  they  thought  ’twos 
gone  to  the  Devil ,  they  never  jaw  the  like  before .  She  ask'd 
them  whether  they  loft  any  other  Goods  ?  They  laid,  Not 
any. 

This  was  all  the  Evidence.  The  Prifoners  faying  no¬ 
thing  material  to  any  Thing  that  wasprov’d  againft  them, 
the  judge,  in  his  Dire&ion  to  the  Jury,  wav’d  repeating 
the  Evidence,  to  avoid  any  Miftake,  and  told  the  Jury 
there  were  two  Things  they  were  to  enquire  into,  Fir/L, 
Whether  or  no  thefe  Children  were  bewitch’d.  Secondly , 
Whether  thefe  Women  did  bewitch  them. 

He  faid  he  did  not  in  the  leaft  doubt  but  there  were 
Witches:  Fir  ft,  Becaufe  the  Scriptures  affirm  it.  Secondly , 
Becaufe  the  Wifdom  of  all  Nations,  particularly  our  own, 
hath  provided  Laws  againft  Witchcraft ;  which  implies 
their  Belief  of  fuch  a  Crime.  He  defir’d  them  ftri&ly  to 
pbferre  the  Evidence,  and  begg’d  of  God  to  dired  their 
Hearts  in  the  weighty  Concern  they  had  in  Hand,  fince 
to  condemn  the  Innocent,  and  let  the  Guilty  go  free,  are 
both  an  Abomination  to  the  Lord. 

The  jury  went  from  the  Bar,  and  in  half  an  Hour 
brought  them  in  guilty  of  all  the  Lrdi&ments,  being  thir¬ 
teen  in  Number. 

The  next  Morning  the  three  Children  came  to  Sir  Aht~ 
th?w  Hale's  Lodgings  very  well :  And  Mr.  Pacey  being  ask  - 
ed  at  what  Time  they  were  thus  reftofd  to  their  Speech 
and  Health,  he  anfwer’d,  That  within  half  an  Hour  after 
the  Cpnvi&ion  of  the  Prifoners,  they  were  all  reftofd  to 

C  2  Health, 
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Health,  and.flept  well  that  Night,  without  Pain^  except 
Sufm  Chandler ,  who  complain'd  of  a  Pain  like  pricking 
of  Pins  in  her  Stomach. 

After  this,  they  came  into  Court ;  but  Anne  Vurent  was 
afraid  to  look  on  the  Witches,  and  pray’d  that  ftie  might 
not  fee  them*  But  the  other  two  declar'd  hi  open  Court, 
before  the  Pvifoners,  (who  did  not  much  contradict  them) 
that  all  that  had  been  fwo;n  to,  was  true.  After  this,  the 
whole  Court  bang  iatisfy'd  with  the  Verdict,  the  Witches 
were  fentenc’d  to  be  hang'd. 

Great  -Endeavours  were  us'd  to  bring  them  to  Confefli- 
on,  but  in  vain,  and  they  were  executed  on  Monday  the 
17th  of  March ,  but  confefs’d  nothing.

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Observations  on  the  foregoing  Tryal  of  Amy 
Duny  and  Rofe  Cullender. 

IT  is  very  probable,  that  Mr.  Jufti cc  Powell  had  never  feen 
this  Tryal,  when  he  laid  in  that  of  Mother  Wenham, 
That  he  never  heardy  that  in  any  Witch's  Tryal  before ,  the  af¬ 
flicted  Perfons  fell  into  a  Fit  in  Court.  For  here  the  Reader 
iees,  that  three  Perfons  difturb’d,  all  fell  into  Fits  at  the 
Sight  bf  the  Prifoners;  which  was  exactly  the  Cafe  of 
Anne  Thorn*  She  was  to  all  Appearance  very  well  in  the 
Morning,  ’till  fhe  faw  the  wicked  Author  of  her  Tor¬ 
ments  in  Court ;  and  then  fhe  fell  into  a  Fit,  as  is  related, 
p.  24.  of  the  Account  of  the  Difcovery  of  Sorcery ,  Sic . 

But  this  Circumftance  is  not  the  only  one  in  which 
thefe  two  Cafes  agree  :  For  1 .  As  Durent' s  Child's  Fits 
immediately  fucceeded  upon  Amy  Duny's  threatening  her. 
That  fhe  had  as  good  have  done  otherwife ,  as  have  found  Fault 
with  her  ;  foin  our  Cafe,  immediately  before  Anne  Thorns 
ftrft  Fit,  Jane  Wenham  threaten'd  Mr.  Gar  diner,  as  you  may  fee 
p.  3.  and  before  the  f?cond  fhe  had  threaten'd  Anne  Thorn 
herfelf,  That  if  fhe  told  any  more  fuch  Stories  of  her ,  as  if  fhe 
had  bewitch'd  her ,  it  fhcuJd  be  mrje  with  her ,  than  it  had  been 
ysty  p.  «$♦  to  fay  nothing  of  her  threatening  her  after  Con¬ 
demnation,  that  Anne  Thorn  and  Anne  Street  [bould  not 
k  well  yet  j  which  has  exactly  come  to  pais  fince. 
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'%  Thefe  two  Cafes  agree  alfo  in  the- Circumftance  of 
the  Witches  appearing  to  the  Affii&ed,  before  a  Fit,  in 
her  own  Shape  ;  and  the  very  remarkable  PaiTage  of  Pins 
being  convey'd  by  invifible  Means  to  the  Hands  of  the 
Perfons  affii&ed,  is  fo  exa&ly  refernbling  the  Cafe  of 
Anne  Thorn ,  that  they  feem  to  be  the  lame  Story,  If  the 
Reader  will  compare  the  Evidence  of  Liana  Boding  in 
this  Tryal,  with  p.  19  of  the  Account,  he  will  find  they 
are  fo  very  much  alike,  that  the  one  feems  to  be  a  Copy 
of  the  other 

•Then  their  darting  up  with  great  Strength  and  Fury 
upon  the  Touch  of  the  Witch,  is  the  fame  i  A 'both  Cafes* 
their  endeavouring  to  get  at  her  to  fcratch  her  ;  their  con* 
tinual  crying  out  of  her,  or  them :  But  there  is  this  Dif¬ 
ference  in  Favour  of  Anne  Thorn ,  that  fhe  never  recover¬ 
ed  upon  the  Touch  of  any  other  Perfon,  altho’  fhe  could 
not  tell  whether  it  was  not  the  real  Witch,  her  Eyes  be¬ 
ing  fad  clos’d  5  whereas  one  of  the  didemper’d  Perfons  in 
this  Tryal  being  blinded,  and  fuppofingthe  Witch  touch¬ 
ed  her,  fprung  up  as  ufual  5  when  in  Truth  it  was  not 
the  Witch,  but  another  Perfon  that  touch’d  her. 

That  part  of  Margaret  Arnold's  Evidence  concerning  C- 
liz>aheth  and  Deborah  Pacey,  that  Amy  Duny  had  been  with 
Deborah  Pacey,  and  tempted  her  to  drown  herfelf ,  or  to  cut 
her  Throat ,  or  other&ife  to  dcfiroy  herfelf, '  is,  but  too  nearly 
refembl’d  in  the  violent  Temptations  both  AnneT horn  ana 
Anne  Street  have  all  along  fmee  their  Iljnefs  druggl’d  with, 
to  dedroy  themfelves  ;  and  this  they  have  been  tempted 
to  do  fometimes  by  the  Apparition  of  Jane  Wenham  in 
her  own  Shape,  at  other  times  by  the  Cat ,  which  fpeaks  to 
them,  bidding  'em  not  mind  what  their  Friends  fay  to  thtm9 
but  hill  themfelves ,  and  they  [hould  be  well , 

When  the  Reader  compares  the  Evidence  given  at  thefe 
two  Tryals,  he  mud  needs  perceive  a  vad  Superiority  of 
Strength  in  that  of  Mother  VVenbam,  That  which  fix’d 
thefe  Witchcrafts  upon  Amy  Duny  and  the  other,  was 
chiefly  the  flrong  Imagination  of  the  Parties  afflicted, 
who  cry’d  out  in  their  Fits,  that  thefe  Women  did  ap¬ 
pear  to  them,  and  torment  ’em.  There  were  indeed  o- 
ther  Circumdances,  fuch  as  their  threatening  the  Relati¬ 
ons  of  the  Affiicfled,  &c.  but  this  was  the  mod  material 
Proof.  Now,  the  Profecutors  of  Jane  Wenham  did  not 
only  bring  all  thefe  Proofs,  but  firengthen’d  them  be¬ 
yond 
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yond  Contradiction  by  the  Confcflion  of  the  Prifoncr  lier-* 
fdf,  which  was  at  large  afctefted  upon  Oath  by  two  rcve- 
fend  and  worthy  Divines. 

I  was  very  well  pleas’d  to  find,  upon  reading  this  Try- 
a!,  that  Sir  Matthew  Ude\  declar’d  himfelf  clearly  of  O- 
pinion,  that  there  were  fifth  Creatures  as  Witches  upon 
the  Authority  of  the  Scriptures,  as  well  as  the  Laws  of 
all  Nations,  who  would  not  have  unanimously  agreed  in 
providing  proportionable  Punifhments  for  the  Offence, 
had  they  not  been  perfwaded,  that  there  really  was  fuch  a 
^rime  as  Witchcraft.  *  I  (ball  now  fubjoin  another  very 
fcmarkable  Inftance  of  a  Tryal,  which  in  many  Circum- 
(lances  comes  ftill  nearer  to  the  Cafe  of  Jane  Wenham  It 
t$  taken  out  of  the  Collection  of  Relations  at  the  End  of 
Mr#  Gknvilh  Sadducijmm  Triumphatm  ;  together  with  Ob- 
fetvations  on  fuch  Parts  of  it  as  rdemble  Wmhams  Cafe# 

An  AbfiraB  of  the  Relation  of  the  Proceedings 
againft  Florence  Newton,  an  Iriih  Witch  of 
Yougball,  taken  out  of  her  Tryal  at  the  Af¬ 
fixes  held  for  the  County  of  Cork,  Septem¬ 
ber  ix»  1661. 

jpLorcnce  Newton  was  committed  to  Tough  all  Prifon  by 
^  the  Mayor  of  the  Town,  March  24.  1661.  for  be-,, 
witching  Mary  Longdon ,  who  gave  Evidence  againft  her 
at  Cork  Affixes,  as  follows  : 

Mary  Longdon  being  fworn,  and  examin’d  what  fhe 
could  fay  againft  the  faid  Florence  Newton ,  for  any  Pra¬ 
ctice  of  Witchcraft:  on  herfelf  j  and  being  bid  to  look  on 
the  Prifoner,  her  Countenance  chang’d  very  pale,  and  (he 
was  afraid  to  look  towards  her  ;  but  at  laft  (be  did.  Be-  * 
tng  ask’d  whether  (be  knew  her  ?  (be  faid  Jhe  did ,  and 
wify'd  fhe  never  had.  Being  ask’d  how  long  Ibe  had  known 
her  ?  fhe  faid,  for  three  or  four  Years  ;  and  that  at  Chrifi- 
mas  laft  the  faid  Florence  came  to  the  Deponent,  at  the 
Houle  of  John  Pyne  of  Tough  all,  where  the  Deponent  was 
a  Servant,  and  ask’d  her  to  give  her  a  Bdece  of  Beef  out 
of  the  Fowdaing-Tubc  And  the  Deponent  anfwertng 

1  her  - 
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her  fhe  could  not  give  away  her  Mate's  Beef,  the  laid 
Florence  feenfd  to  be  angry,  and  laid,  Then  hadfi  as  good 
have  given  it  me  ;  and  lo  went  a\yay  grumbling. 

Obfervation® 

The  Reader  k  defied  to  look  back  to  p*  1.  of  the  Account  of 
Jane  Wenham,  mere  he  will  find  fome  thing  very  like  this  m 
the  Information  of 'Matthew  Gilfloo. 

Mary  Longdon  goes  on ,  and  faith , 

That  about  a*  Week  after,  this  Deponent  going  to  the 
Water  with  a  Pail  of  Cloaths  on  her  Head,  fhe  met  the  faid 
Florence  Newton,  who  came  full  in  her  Face,  and  threw  the 
Pail  off  fier  Head,  and  violently  kifsd  her,  faying,  Mary, 
/  pray  thee ,  let  thee  and  1  he  Friends  $  for  /  hear  thee  no  ill 
Willi  and  I  pray  thee  do  thou  hear  me  none .  And  that  (he  the 

Beponent  went  afterwards  Home,  and  that  within  a  feW 
'ays  after,  fhe  faw  a  Woman  with  a  Vail  over  her  Face 
Banding  by  her  Bed  Side,  and  one  Banding  by  her  like  a" 
little  old  Man  in  Silk  Cloaths;  and  that  this  Man,  which 
(he  took  be  a  Spirit,  drew  the  Veil  from  the  old  Woman's 
Face,  and  then  fhe  knew  it  to  be  Goody  Newton ;  and 
that  the  Spirit  fpake  to  this  Deponent,  and  would  have  had 
her  promife  him  to  follow  his  Advice,  and  (he  fhould 
have  aft  Things  after  her  own  Heart.  To  which  fhe  an- 
fwer’d,  That  fhe  would  have  nothing  to  fay  to  him 3  hut  put  her 
Trull  in  the  Lord. 

Obfervation.  f 

How  very  like  is  this  Hypocrify  of  Mother  Newton,  who,  to 
gain  a  greater  power  to  do  Mif chief,  pretended  a  Define  to  he 
reconcil'd  to  Mary  Longdon,  ts  to  that  Part  of  Sufan  Aylott'x 
Information,  p.  13.  of  the  Account,  wherein  fhe  faith.  That 
Jane  Wenhamcamc  to  her  Houfe,  and  look'd  upon  a  Child 
which  was  in  her  Lap,  and  ltrok'd  it,  and  faid,  Sttfan^ 
you  ha^  a  curious  Child  ;  you  and  I  had  fome  Words, 
but  I  hope  we  arc  Friends,  &c.  Soon  after  which  the 
Child  dyd  fir, angely .  The  Woman  in  tie  Fell  here  mnti- 
ondy  cannot  hut  bring  to  Mind  the  Woman  in  the  Riding* 
Hood ,  who  appear'd  to  Matthew  Gilfton,  p.  1.  and  Anne 
Thorn,  p,  4*  and  8.  and  the  Spirits  J peaking  to  Mary  Long- 
don,  and  tempting  her ,  is  almofi  the  fame  with  the  Cat's  fpeak -• 
ing  to  Anne  Thorn  and -Anne  Street,  tempting  them  to  comet 
out,  p.  23  and  3  6, 
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Mary  Lon %don  proceeds,  and  faith y 

That  within  a  Month  after  the  faid  Florence  had  kifs3d 
her,  (he  this  Deponent  fell  very  ill  of  Fits  and  Trance?, 
which  would  take  her  on  the  Sudden,  in  that  Violence 
that  three  or  four  Men  could  not  hold  her  ;  and  in  her 
Fits  fhe  would  often  be  taken  with  Vomitings,  and  would 
vomit  up  Needles,  Pins,  Horfe-Nails,  Stubs,  Wooll,  and 
Straw.  And  being  ask'd  whether  (he  perceiv'd  at  tbefe 
times  what  (he  vomited  ?  She  faid,  She  did  •  for  fhe  was 
not  then  in  fo  great  a  Diffraction,  as  in  other  Parts  of  her  Fits 
fhe  tv  as.  And  that  a  little  before  the  firft  Beginning  of. 
her  Fits,  feveral  (  and  very  many  fmall)  Stones  would 
fail  upon  her  as  (he  went  up  and  down,  and  would  £bl~" 
low  her  from  Place  to  Place,  and  from  one  Room  to  a- 
mother,  and  would  hit  her  on  the  Head,  Shoulders,  and4 
Arms,  and  fall  to  the  Ground,  and  vanifh  away.  And 
that  (he  and  feveral  ethers  would  fee  them  both  fall  Upon 
her,  and  On  the  Ground,  but  could  never  take  them,  fave 
only  fome  few,  which  (he  and  her  Matter  caught  in  their 
Hands.  Amongft  which,  one  that  had  a  Hole  it  it,  (he 
ty’d  (as  fhe  was  advis'd)  with  a  Leather  Thong  to  her 
Purfe,  but  it  vanifh'd  immediately,  tho’  the  Leather  con* 
tinu'd  ty'd  on  a  faft  Knot. 

That  in  her  Fits  (lie  often  faw  this  Florence  NeWton,  and 
cry'd  out  againft  her,  for  tormenting  her;  for  fhe  fays  that 
(he  would  feveral  times  ftick  Pins  into  her  Arms,  and 
fome- of  them  fo  fatt,  that  a  Man  mutt  pluck  three  or 
four  Times  to  get  out  the  Pin,  and  they  were  ftuck  be* 
tween  the  Skin  and  the  Flefh.  That  fometimes  (he  (hould 
be  remov’d  out  of  her  Bed  into  another  Room  ;  fometimes 
fhe  (hould  be  carry ’d  to  the  Top  of  the  Houfe,  and  laid 
on  a  Board  betwixt  two  folar  Beams ;  fometimes  put  in¬ 
to  a  Chett,  fometimes  under  a  Parcel  of  Wooll,  fometimes 
between  two  Feather  Beds  on  which  fhe  us’d  to  Jie,  and 
fometimes  betwixt  the  Bed  and  the  Mat  in  her  Ma¬ 
tter's  Chamber  in  the  Day-time.  Being  ask’d  how  fhe 
knew  fhe  was  thus  carry ’d  about  and  difpos’d  of,  feeing 
in  her  Fits  fhe  was  in  a  violent  Diftradlion,  fhe  anfwer- 
ed,  She  never  In  eve  where  fhe  was,  ’ till  they  of  the  Family, 
and  the  Neighbours  with  them ,  would  be  taking  her  cut  of 
the  Places  whither  fhe  ms  Jo  carry  d  and  remov’d.  And  be¬ 
ing  ask’d  the  Reaion  why  (lie  cry’d  out  fo  much  againft 
Florence  Newton  In  h^r  Fits  ?  (lie  anfwer’d,  Becaufe  fhe  jaw ' 
and  felt  her  Torturings  And 
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And  being  ask'd  how  fhe  could  think  it  was  Florence 
Newton  that  did  her  this  Prejudice,  fhe  faid,  firft,  Becaufe 
die  threaten'd  her  ;  then,  becaufe  after  fhe  had  kifs'd  her, 
fhe  fell  into  thefe  Fits,  and  that  fhe  both  law  and  felt  her 
tormenting.  And  laftly,  That  when  the  People  of  the 
Family,  by  Advice  of  the  Neighbours,  and  Confent  of 
the  Mayor,  had  lent  for  Florence  Nevtton  to  come  to  the 
Deponent,  fhe  was  always  worfe  when  fhe  was  brought 
to  her,  and  her  Fits  more  violent,  than  at  another  time  - 
And  that  after  the  faid  Florence  was  committed  at  Tmg- 
hall ,  the  Deponent  was  not  troubl’d,  but  was  very  well 
Till  a>  little  while  after  the  laid  Florence  was  remov'd  to 
Cork,  and  then  the  Deponent  was  as.  ill  as  ever  before. 
And  the  Mayor  of  Toughall,  one  Mr.  Mayre ,  then  lent  to 
know  Whether  the  faid  Florence  were  bolted  (as  the  De¬ 
ponent  was  told)  and  finding  (he  was  not,  Order  was  gi¬ 
ven  to  put  the  Bolts  on  her  ;  which  being  done,  the  De- 
ponent  faith  file  was  well  again,  and  fo  hath  continu'd 
ever  frnce.  And  being  ask'd  whether  fhe  had  inch  like 
Fits  before  the  faid  Florence  gave  her  the.  Kifs,  fhe  faith  fhe 
never  had  any,  but  believes  that  with  that  Kifs  fhe  be¬ 
witch'd  her.  And  the  rather,  becaufe  (he  hath  heard  from 
Nicholas  Pyne ,  and  others,  that  the  faid  Florence  hath  com* 
fefs’d  as  much. 

Obfervation. 

Here  are  alfo  fome  Things  in  which  the  Fits  of  Mary  Long- 
don  and  Anne  Thorn  agree ,  particularly  the  great  Strength  of 
the  Ajftifted  when  in  a  Fit ,  fo  great  that  three  or  four  Men 
could  hardly  hold  'em  down .  But  there  is  one  very  remarkable 
Difference  which  l  doubt  not  but  my  Reader  has  already  taken 
Notice  of,  viz.  That  this  Mary  Longdon  was  always  worfe  of 
her  Fits  whenever  Florence  Newton  came  into  the  Room  ; 
whereas  Anne  Thorn  con  ft  ant  ly  recover'd  of  hers  at  the  Touch 
of  Jane  Wen  ham*  And  yet  1  think  thefe  different  Appearan¬ 
ces  may  be  both  accounted  for  the  fame  Way.  It  is  not  reafona - 
ble  to  fuppoje ,  that  either  of  thefe  Alterations  in  the  Afflicted ? 
came  to  pafs  by  the  Confent  or  Procurement  of  the  Witches 
them] elves,  who  could  not  but  perceive  that  they  ferv  d  as  ftrong 
Circumftances  again ff  them  ;  but  this  was  done  by  the  over -ru¬ 
ling  Providence  of  Almighty  God,  to  convict  thefe  miferabfe 
Creatures  ;  and  either  of  thefe  Ways  might  do  as  well  as  the  ci¬ 
ther,  fmee  it  is  equally  fur  prizing  to  fee  one  in  perfect  Health 
fall  into  fuck  terrible  Fits  at  the  Sigh  of  any  one  P  erf  on,  -as  to 

U  i  fee 
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fee  another  recover'  out  of  fuch  Fits  upoti  the  hare  Tench  bf  a 
fufpected  Witch  ;  both  of  them  tending  only  to  the  Difcovery  of 
the  Criminal.  Thu*  Anne  Thorn  fell,  into  a  Fit  in  Court , 
when  fhe  fir [l  Jaw  the  Witch ,  but  recover'd  at  her  coming  near 
to  her.  Here  alfo  the  Reader  binds  fome  ft  range  Circumftances9 
as  that,  of  the  Hail-ftones  falling  upon  Mary  Longdon,  her  be¬ 
ing  remov'd  up  and  down,  &c.  which  are  different  from  any 
related  in  the  Cafe  of  Anne  Thorn.  But  it  cannot  he  expect¬ 
ed ,  that  all  Witchcrafts  jhould  be  alike ;  and  that  the  Devil 
fhould  be  oblig'd  to  act  always  uniformly ,  is  a  very  ftrange  Po- 
ftulatum,  which  yet  fome  of  our  profound  Argtters  again  ft 
Witchcraft  very  unreasonably  demand . 

'  To  go  on  with  the  Relation . 

This  Mary  Lbngdon  having  clos'd  up  her  Evidence,  Flo¬ 
rence  Newton  peep'd  at  her,  as  it  were,  between  the  Heads 
of  the  By-handers  that  interpos'd  between  her  and  the  faid 
Mary,  and  lifting  up  both  her  Hands  together  as  they 
were  manacl'd,  caft  them  in  an  angry  violent  Kind  of 
Motion  (as  was  feen  and  obferv'd  by  W.  Afton )  towards 
the  faid  Mary ,  as  if  fhe  intended  to  ftrike  at  her,  if  fhe 
could  reach  her,  and  faid,  Now  fhe  is  down .  Upon  which, 
the  Maid  fell  fuddenly  to  the  Ground  like  a  Stone,  and 
fell  into  a  moft  violent  Fit,  that  all  the  People  that  could 
come  to  lay  Hands  on  her,  could  fcarce  hold  her,  {debi¬ 
ting  her  own  Arms,  and  {lirieking  out  in  a  moft  hideous 
Manner,  to  the  Amazement  of  all  the  Beholders.  And 
continuing  lb  for  about  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour,  (the  faid 
Florence  Newton  fitting  by  herielf  all  that  while,  pinching 
her  own  Hands  and  Arms,  as  was  fworn  by  fome  that 
oblerv’d  her)  the  Maid  was  order'd  to  be  carry’d  out  of 
the  Court,  and  taken  into  an  Hbufe;  whence  ieveraiPer- 
fons  after  that  brought  Word,  that  the  Maid  was  in  a 
vomiting  Fit,  and  they  brought  in  feveral  crooked  Pins, 
and  Straws,  and  Wool!,  in  white  Foam  like  .Spittle,  in 
great  abundance,:  Whereupon  the  Court  having  taken 
Notice  that  the  Maid  had  laid  (he  had  been  very  well 
when  the  laid  Florence  was  in  Bolts,  demanded  of  the 
.Gaoler  if  fhe  were  in  Bolts  or  no  :  To  which  he  faid  {he 
was  not,  but  only  manacl’d. 

Upon  which,  Order  was  given  to  put  on  her  Bolts  ; 
and  upon  putting  them  on, die  cry'd  out, fhe  was  kill'd ,{he 
was  undone,.  the  was  fpoii’d  ;  why  do  you  torment  me 
-  h  '  '  thus?" 
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thus  ?  and  fo  continu'd  complaining  grievoufly  for  about 
half  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour ;  and  then  came  in  a  Meffenger 
from  the  Maid,  and  inform'd  the  Court  the  Maid  was 
well.  At  which  Florence  immediately  and  cholerickly  ut¬ 
ter’d  thefe  Words,  She  is  not  well  yet .  And  being  demand¬ 
ed  how  fhe  knew  fhe  was  not  well,  fhe  deny'd  (he  faid  fo, 
tho*  many  in  Court  heard  her  fay  the  Words;  and  fhe 
faid,  if  fhe  did,  fhe  knew  not  what  fhe  faid,  being  old, 
and  diffracted  with  her  Sufferings.  But  the  Maid  being 
reafonably  well  come  to  herfelf,  was,  before,  the  Court 
knew  any  Thing  of  it,  fen t  out  of  the  Town  to  Yottghall , 
and  fo  was  no  farther  examin'd  by  the  Court.  This  Fit 
of  the  Maid  being  urg'd  by  the  Court  with  all  the  Cir- 
cumftances  of  it,  to  have  been  a  Continuance  of  her  De- 
vilifh  Pra&ice,  fhe  deny'd  it,  and  likewife  the  Motion  of 
her  Hands,  or  the  frying,  Now  fhe  is  down ;  tho'  the  Court 
law  the  ’.firft,  and  the  Words  were  fwornby  one  Roger 
Moor .  And  Thbmas  Harr  if  on  fwore,  That  he  had  obferv'd 
the  faid  Florence  peep  at  her,  and  ufe  that  Motion  with 
her  Hands,  and  faw  the  Maid  fall  down  immediately  up¬ 
on  that  Motion,  and  heard  the  Words,  Now  fhe  is  down,  ut¬ 
ter'd.  #  / 

Obfervation. 

In  nothing  more  does  Jane  Wenham  refemUe  Florence 
Newton,  than  in  her  impudent  Lying  backwards  and  forwards* 
which  was  obferv'd  by  all  that  talk'd  with  her  while  fhe  was  wa¬ 
der  Examination ,  and  even  fince  her  Condemnation,  fhe  cannot 
leave  it  of ,  but  it  is  every  Day  taken  Notice  of  by  all  that  a, me 
near  hen 

But  to  go  on  with  this  Relation. 

Nicholas  Stout  was  next  produc'd  by  Mr.  Attorney-Ge¬ 
neral,  who  being  fwornrand  examin'd,  laid,  That  he  had 
oft  try’d  her,  having  heard  fay  that  Witches  could  not  fay 
the  Lord’s  Prayer,  whither  (lie  could  fay  that  Prayer  or 
not,  and  found  fhe  could  not  ;  whereupon  (lie  laid  fhe 
could  fay  ifc,  and  had  often  laid  it;  and  the  Court  being 
defir’d  by  her  to  hear  her  fay  it,  gave  her  Leave  ;  and  four 
times  together  after  thele  Words,  [give  ns  this  Day  our 
daily  Bread]  (he  continually  faid.  As  we  forgive  them,  lea¬ 
ving  out  the  Words,  [And  forgive  us  our  Trejpaffes ]  upon 
which  the  Court  appointed  one  to  teach  her  thefe  Worib 
fhe  lo  left  cut  :  But  fhe  either  could  not,  or  would  not

Iruthe  Account  ahve  refer d  to  p .  to  and  12,  the  Reader 
mil  find  that  this  j vat  exaclly  the  Cafe  with  Jane  Wen  ham. 
When  fhe.  t awe  to  this  very  Petition,  fhe  could  not  repeat  it; 
no ,  not  after  another  who  rehears'd  it  flowly  to  her,  3Tis  true , 
this  Experiment  was  not  made  in  Court ,  the  Judge  thinking  fit 
to  wave  it ,  altho3  it  was  He  fir  d  by  Mrs .  Gardiner,  towards  the 
End  of  the  TryaL  Neither  did  Mother  Wenham  care  for  it 
herfelf,  having  fo  often  found  kerf  elf  foil'd  at  this  Petition ,  and 
that ,  Lead  us  not  into  Temptation,  &c.  tho 3  her  Memory 
was  as  good  as  Florence  Newton’;  as  to  the  reft  of  the  Prayer , 

To  proceed  with  the  Tryal  of  Florence. 

John  Pyne  being  likewife  fworn  and  examin’d,  faid. 
That  about  January  laft  Mary  Longdon,  being  his  Servant, 
W^s  much  troubl’d  with  little  Stones  that  were  thrown  at 
her  wherever  Are  went ,  and  that  he  hath  feen  them  come 
as  if  they  were  thrown  at  her,  ethers  as  if  they  dropp’d 
on  her ;  and  that  he  hath  feen  very  great  Quantities  of 
them,  and  that  they  would,  after  they  had  hit  her,  fall 
on  the  Ground,  and  then  vanifh,  fo  that  none  of  them 
could  be  found.  And  farther,  That  the  Maid  ortef  caught 
one  of  them,  and  he  himfelf  another,  and  one  of  them 
with  a  Hole  in  it,  fhe  ty’d  to  her  Purle,  but  it  vanifh ’d 
in  a  little  Time,  but  the  Knot  of  fhe  Leather  that  ty’d  it, 
remain’d  unalter  d.  That  after  the  Stones  had  thus  haunt¬ 
ed  her,  Ike  fell  into  mod  grievous  Fits,  wherein  fhe  was 
lb  violently  diltradkd,  that  four  Men  would  have  very 
,  rnuch  to  do  to  hold  her  ;  and  that  in  the  greateft  of  her 
Extremities,  fhe  would  cry  out  of  Gammar  Newton  for 
hurting  and  tormenting  of  her*  That  fbinetimes  the  Maid 
would  be  reading  in  a  Bible,  and  on  the  fudden  lie  hath 
teen  the  Bible  Brack  out  of  her  Hand  into  the  middle  of 
'  the  Room,  and  fhe  immediately  was  caft  into  a  violent 
Fit.  ^That  in  the  Fits  he  hath  feen  two  Bibles  laid  on  her 
Brea  its,  and  m  the  Twinkling  of  an  Eye*  they  would  be 
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caft  between  the  two  Beds  the  Maid  lay  upon,  fometimes 
thrown  into  the  middle  of  the  Room,  abd  that  Nicholas 
Tyne  held  the  Bible  in  the  Maid’s  Hand  fo  fall,  that  it  be¬ 
ing  fuddenly  fnatch’d  away,  two  of  the  Leaves  were  torn. 
That  in  many  other  fits  the  Maid  was  remov'd  ftrangely 
in  the  Twinkling  of  an  Eye,  out  of  the  Bed,  fometimes 
into  the  bottom  of  a  Cheft  with  Linncn,  and  the  Linnen 
not  at  all  diforder’d,  fometimes  betwixt  the  two  Beds  fhe 
lay  on,  fometimes  under  a  Parcel  of  Wool!,  fometimes 
betwixt  his  Bed  and  the  Mat  of  it  in  another  Room,  and 
once  (he  was  laid  on  a  fmall  Deal  Board  which  lay  on  the 
Top  of  an  Houle  betwixt  two  folar  Beams,  where  he  was 
forc’d  to  rear  up  Ladders  to  have  her  fetch’d  down.  That 
in  her  Fits  The  hath  often  vomited  up  Wool!,  Pins,  Horfe- 
Nails,  Stubs,  Straw,  Needles,  and  Mofs,  with  a  kind  of 
white  Foam  or  Spittle,  and  hath  had  feveral  Pins  Buck 
into  her  Anns  and  Hands,  that  fometimes  a  Man  mull 
puli  thred  or  four  times  before  he  could  pull  one  of  them 
cut,  and  fome  have  (luck  between  the  Flcfh  and  the  Skin, 
where  they  might  be  perfectly  feen,  but  not  taken  out, 
nor  any  Place  feen  where  they  were  put  in.  That  wTien 
the  Witch  wras  brought  into  the  Room  where  Hie  was, 
fhe  wTould  be  in  more  violenr  and  longerdaftingFits  than 
at  other  Times.  That  all  the  Time  the  Witch  was  at  Li* 
berty,  the  Maid  was  ill,  and  that  as  foon  aSfhe  was  com¬ 
mitted  and  bolted,  fhe  recover’d  and  wras  well ;  and  that 
When  the  Witch  was  removed  to  Cork,  the  Maid  fell  ill  ; 
and  thereupon  the  Mayor  of  Youghall  fent  to  fee  whether 
fhe  was  bolted  or  no,  and  to  acquaint  them  the  Maid 
was  ill,  and  defire  them,  if  the  Witch  were  not  bolted, 
they  would  bolt  her.  That  die  immediately  recover’d, 
and  was  as  well  as  ever  ;  and  when  the  Meffenger  came 
from  Cork,  and  told  them  the  'Wiich  was  bolted,  it  fell 
out  to  be  the  very  Time  the  Maid  amended  at  Youghall. 

Nichohte-Pyne  being  fworn,  laid.  That  the  fecond  Night 
that  the  Witch  was  in  Prifon,  being  the  24th  of  March 
laft,  he  and  Jofeph  Thowfon,  Roger  Hawkins,  and  fome  o- 
thers,  went  to  (peak  with  her  concerning  the  Maid,  and 
told  her,  that  it  was  the  general  Opinion  of  the  Towm 
that  fhe  had  bewitch’d  her,  and  defir’d  her  to  deal  freely 
With  them,  whether  fhe  had  bewitch'd  her  or  no?  She; 
faid  fhe  had  not  bewitch’d  her,  but  it  may  be  (he  had  o- 
Verlook’d  her,  and  that  there  was  a  great  deal. of  Differ 
’ '  X  '  "  :  *  ’  '  fence 
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mice  between  bewitching  and  overlooking ;  and  that  (he 
could  not  have  done  her  any  Harm,  if  (he  had  not  touch’d 
her,  and  therefore  (he  had  kifsd  her.  And  (he  faid,  that 
what  Mifchief  fhe  thought  upon  at  that  Time  (he  kifs’d 
hetf,  would  fall  upon  her ;  and  that  (lie  would  not  but 
'  eonfefs,  that  lhe  had  wrong’d  the  Maid,  and  thereupon 
fell  down  on  her  Knees,  and  pray’d  God  to  forgive  her 
wronging  the  poor  Maid.  They  wiflVd  that  (he  might 
not  be  wholly  deftroy’d  by  her ;  to  which  (lie  faid  it  muft 
he  another  that  snuff  help  her,  and  not  they  that  did  the 
Harm.  And  then  (he  faid  there  were  others,  as  Goody 
Halfpenny  and  Goody  Dod,  in  Town,  that  could  do  thefe 
Things  as  well  as  (he,  and  that  it  might  be  one  of  them 
fhat  had  done  the  Maid  Wrong. 

Obfervation. 

Jill  this  Uft  Paragraph  f  altering  only  fhe  Names )  is  true  of 
Jane  Wenham.  She  eonfefs’ d  to  fever af  that  fhe  had  look’d 
ttp(M  Anne  Thorn  ;  which  dark  Expreffion ,  /  muft  own,  I 
was  at  a  Lofs  to  under  ft  and,  ’ till  this  very  Paffage  explain'd  it 
n  me,  l  fee  now  by  it,  that  this  is  a  Term  of  Art  among  the 
Witches,  by  which  *tis  probable  they  mean  fome  lefts  Degree  of 
miftchievous  enchanting  ;  whereas ,  according  to  Another  New- 
ton,  the  Word  Bewitching  fteems  to  fignify  ftmething  Ji till 
greater,  perhaps  hurting  even  to  Death .  Whatever  be  its  Mean¬ 
ing,  l  declare  that  1  very  well  remember  Jane  Wenham’s  fay¬ 
ing  that  (lie  had  look’d  upon  Anne  Thorn*  The  Conjc- 
Bme  of  the  Editor  of  this  Edition  of  Mr.  G1  anvil  IV  Book,  in. 
Ms  Advertiftement  annex'd  to  this  Relation ,  fteems  to  be,  that 
this  overlooking,  or  (in  Jane  WenhamV  Expreffion  J  look¬ 
ing  upon,  relates  to  *Q$clKuU  PchncM®-,  and  that  the  Ada¬ 
pted  V enom  came  out  at  her  Eyes  when  fhe  lifts  d  the  Aiaid „ 
And  he  leaves  it  to  the  Cri  ticks  in  that  black  School,  to  determine 
whether  this  ’OtpQaApot  p> d<ncctv©-  be  not  the  firft  Sort  of  Witch¬ 
craft ,  di ft  in  ft  from  that  of  bewitching  People  by  Images  made 
of  Wax  ;  and  whether  af towards  this  Sort  of  bewitching  bymeer 
looking  or  touching,  might  not  be  call'd  overlooking.  To 
which  /  add,  that  it  is  a  common  Expreffion  almoft  in  every 
Body's  Mouth ,  when  they  ftpeak  of  a  Per] on  ftuppgs'd  to  be  be¬ 
witch'd,  that  he  or  fhe  lies  under  an  ill  Tongue;  and  why  they 
may  not  as  well  fay  under  an  evil  Eye,  as  an  ill  Tongue ,  1  do 
not  fee  any  Reajon.  However ,  /  offer  this  only  as  C snjefture, 
and  proceed  farther  to  pbfterve  the  Agreement  ef  this  whole  Pay 

ragraph. 
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■ragraph,  with  the  Cafe  of  Jane  Wenham. '  Mother  Nekton 
here  confejjes ,  that  fhe  had  done  Wrong  to  the  Maid*  This  d- 
fo  did  Goody  Wenham,  and  often  would  fall  on  her  Knees,  and 
pray  to  God  to  forgive  her  what  fhe  had  done.  Mother  Wen¬ 
ham  was  defir  d  to  help  Anne  Thorn  if  fhe  could  ;  hut  fhe 
faid  fhe  could  not ,  for  another  was  as  deep  in  it  as  herfelf;  and 
as  Florence  Newton  nam'd  two  of  her  Neighbours,  fo  did 
Jane  Wenham  aljo  name  three  Women  of  Walkerne,  as  her 
Confederates ,  hut  could *  prove  nothing  upon  'em,  1  muff  needs 
fay  when  l  firfi  read  this  Story  of  Florence  Newton,  which 
was  not ' till  after  Jane  Wenham^  being  committed  to  Goaf  £ 
was  not  a  little  furprizfd  to  find  fuch  almoft  exact  Agreement 
between  it,  and  thofe  PaJJages  to  which  1  was  an  Eye  and  Ear 
IVitnefs  ;  and  it  fervd  to  me ,  as  l  doubt '  not  but  it  will  to  the 
Reader,  as  a  ftrong  Argument  of  the  Being  of  Witches .  For 
how  fhonld  two  old  Women,  accus  d  of  a  Crime  merely  imagina¬ 
ry,  in  diftant  Times  and  Nations,  agree  fo  exactly  in  a  Term 
of  Art ,  which  is  fuppos'd  peculiar  to  thofe  who  are  guilty  of 
that  Crime  i  How,  l  fay,  could  this  be,  if  there  were  no  red 
Foundation  for  it,  no  Ground  at  all  for  this  critical  Di[iin&knf 
between  bewitching  and  overlooking. 

Let  us  now  go  on  with  the  Relation. 

Nicholas  Pyne  farther  faith,  That  towards  Evening  the 
Door  of  the  Prifon  (hook,  and  fhe  arofe  up  haliily,  and 
faid.  What  makeft  thou  here  at  this  Time  of  the  Night  i  And 
there  was  a  very  great  Nolle,  as  if  Somebody  with  Bolts 
and  Chains  had  been  running  up  and  down  the  Room. 
And  they  ask’d  her  what  it  was  Ihefpoke  to  ?  and  what 
it  was  that  made  the  Noife  ?  She  faid  Ihe  faw  nothing, 

'  neither  did  fhe  fpeak,  and  if  Hie  did,  it  was  fhe  knew 
not  what.  But  the  next  Day  fhe  confefs’d  it  was  a  Spirit 
and  her  Familiar,  in  the  Shape  of  a  Greyhound. 

That  he  and  Mr.  Edward  Perry,  and  others,  took  a  Tile 
oft  the  Prifon  next  to  the  Place  where  the  Witch  lay,  and 
carry ’d  it  to  the  Houfe  where  the  Maid  liv’d,  and  put  it 
into  the  Fire  ’till  it  was  red-hot,  and  then  dropt  fontie  of 
the  Maid’s  Water  upon  it,  and  the  Witc^  was  then  grie- 
voufty  tormented  $  and  when  the  Water  was  confum’d, 
fhe  was  well  again.

The  Reader  will  find,  p.  20  of  our  Account,  juft  fuch  another 
Experiment  made  at  W  alkerne,  in  which  they  aijo  made  ufe  of

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the  Maid's  Water,  only  in  fie  ad  of  dropping  it  on  a  Tile,  they  put 
it  into  4  Slone  Bottle ;  and  it  was  ohfcrvd ,  that  while  it  was  q* 
Ver  the  fire,  the  Witch  Jeemd  in  great  Torture,

That  as  to  the  Stones  falling  on,  and  caff  at  the  Maid, 
as  to  the  Maid’s  Fits,  her  Removal  into  the  Cheft,  unde*r 
the  Wool!,  betwixt  the  Feather  Beds,  on  the  Top  of  the 
Deal  Board,  betwixt  two  folar  Beams,  concerning  the  Bi* 
bles  and  their  Remove,  his  holding  oxne  of  them  in  the 
Maid’s  Hand  ’till  two  Leaves  were  torn,  concerning  the 
Maid’s  vomiting, and  her  calling  out  againft  the  Witch, he 
agreeth  perfectly  throughout  with  John  Pyne ,  as  before. 

Edward  Perry  being  likewife  fworn,  depofeth,  That  he, 
Mr.  Greatrix ,  and  Mr.  Blackwall ,  went  to  the.  Maid,  and 
Mr.  Greatrix  and  he  had  read  of  a  Way  to  difcover  a 
Witch,  which  he  would  put  in  Pra&ice.  And  fo  they 
lent  for  the  Witch,  and  fet  her  on  a  Stool,  and  a  Shoe¬ 
maker,  with  a  (Irong  Awl,  endeavour’d  to  Rick  it  in  the 
Stool,  but  could  not  ’till  the  third  Time ;  and  then  they 
bad  her  come  oft  the  Stool,  but  (he  faid  fhe  was  very 
weary,  and  could  not  ftir.  Then  two  of  them  pull’d  her 
off,  and  the  Man  went  to  pull  out  his  Awl,  and  it  dropt 
into  his  Hand  with  half  an  Inch  broke  off  the  Blade  of 
it,  and  they  all  look’d  to  have  found  where  it  had  been 
Buck,  but  could  find  no  Place  where  any  Entry  had  been 
made  by  it.  Then  they  took  another  Awl,  and  put  it 
into  the  Maid’s  Hand,  and  one  of  them  took  the  Maid’s 
Hand,  and  ran  violently  at  the  Witch’s  Hand  with  it, 
but  could  not  enter  it,  the’  the  Awl  was  fo  bent,  that 
none  of  them  could  put  it  ftrait  again.  Then  Mr. 
Blackwall  took  a  Launce  and  launc’d  one  of  her  Hands  an 
Inch  and  half  long,  and  a  quarter  deep,  but  it  bled  not 
at  ail  ;  then  he  launc’d  the  other  Hand,  and  then  they 
bled.

Here  again  Florence  Newton  and  Jane  Wenham  agree  in 
the  Difficulty  there  was  in  fetching  Blood  of  either  of  them.  Page 
ip  of  the  Account,  the  Reader  may  feet  that  Mr.  Chauncy 
fiuck  fever al  Pins  into  Jane  Wenhamb  Arm,  and  one  up  to 
the  Head ,  yet  no  Bleed  follow'd^  neither  did  fhe  feem  fenfible  of 
any  Pain.,

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Edward  Perry  farther  faith,  That  after  foe  was  in  Prifbr^ 
he  went  with  Roger  Hawlins,  and  others,  to  difcourfe  with 
the  Witch  about  the  Maid,  and  they  ask’d  what  it  was 
fhefpake  to  the  Day  before  ?  and  after  fome  Denyal,  foe 
laid  it  was  a  Greyhound,  which  was  her  Familiar,  and 
went  out  at  the  Window  ;  and  then  foe  faid,  If  I  have 
done  the  Maid  Hurt ,  1  am  forry  for  it.  And  being  then 
ask’d  whether  foe  had  done  her  any  Hurt  ?  foe  faid  foe 
never  did  bewitch  her,  but  confefs’d  foe  had  overlook’d 
her,  at  the  Time  foe  kifs’d  her,  but  that  foe  could  not 
now  help  her;  for  none  could  help  that  did  the  Mifchief, 
But  others.  And  farther  the  Deponent  faith.  That  after 
at  the  Affize  at  Cajhal,  he  meeting  with  one  William  Lapy 
and  difcourfing  about  thefe  Pafoages  with  him,  the  faid 
Lap  told  the  Deponent,  that  if  he  would  but  take  a  Tile 
off  the  Houfe  near  the  Place  where  the  Witch  lay,  and 
heat  it  red  hot  in  the  Fire,  and  then  take  fame  ©f  the 
Maids  Water  and  drop  upon  it,  that  fo  long  as  this  was 
doing,  he  foiould  find  the  Witch  grievoufly  tormented* 
That  afterwards  he,  Edward  Perry,  Nicholas  Pyne ,  and  o- 
thers,  put  this  in  Pradfice,  and  found  that  the  Witch 
Was  extreamly  tormented  and  vex’d,  and  when  the  Expe¬ 
riment  was  over,  foe  came  to  her  felf ;  and  then  they 
ask’d  her  how  foe  came  to  hurt  the  Maid  ?  and  foe  faid, 
That  what  Evil  foe  thought  againft  the  Maid  that  Time  foe 
kifs’d  her,  that  would  fall  upon  her  ;  and  that  foe  could 
not  have  hurt  her,  except  foe  had  touch’d  her*;  and  then 
foe  fell  upon  her  Knees,  and  confefs’d  foe  had  wrong’d 
the  Maid,  and  defir’d  God  to  forgive  her.  And  then 
they  put  her  upon  faying  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  but  foe  could 
not  fay  the  Words,  And  forgive  us  our  Trefpajfes. 

Mr.  Wood,  a  Minifier,  being  likewife  iworn  and  exa¬ 
min’d,  depofeth,  That  having  heard  of  the  Stones  drppt 
and  thrown  at  the  Maid,  and  of  her  Fits,  and  meeting 
.  with  the  Maid’s  Brother,  he  went  along  with  him  to  the 
Maid,  and  found  her  in  her  Fit,  crying  out  of  Gammar 
Nemony  that  foe  prick’d  her,  and  hurt  her.  And  when 
foe  came  to  her  felf,  he  ask’d  her  what  had  troubl’d  her  ? 
and  foe  faid,  Gammar  JSJewm.  And  the. Deponent  faid , 
Why  I  [he  was  not  there.  Yes,  faid  (lie,  1  f aw  her  by  my  Bed- 
fide .  The  Deponent  then  ask’d  her  the  Original  of  all, 
which  foe  related,  from  the  Time  of  her  begging  the  Beef* 
and  after  killing  her,  and  fo  to  that  Time.  That  then 

■?  E  they 
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tbcy  caus'd  the  Maid  tp  be  got  up,  and  fent  for  Florence 
JSlemw,  but  (he  refus'd  to  come,  pretending  (he  was  Tick, 
tfio6  indeed  it  appear’d  (he  was  well.  Then  the  Mayor  of 
Tough  dl  carne  in,  and  fpoke  with  the  Maid,  and  then  lent 
arain,  and  caus'd  Florence  Newton  to  be  brought  in,  and 
immediately  the  Maid  fell  into  her  Fit  far  more  violent, 
and  three  times  as  long  as  at  any  other  Time ;  and  all  the 
Time  the  Witch  was  in  the  Chamber,  the  Maid  cry’d  out 
continually  of  being  hurt  here  and  there,  but  never  nam’d 
the  Witch,  but  as  foon  as  (he  was  remov’d,  then  (he  cry’d 
out  againft  her  by  the  Name  of  Gamma r  Newton,  and  this 
forfeveral  times.  And  (fill,  when  the  Witch  \yas  out^f 
the  Room,  the  Maid  would  defire  to  go  to  Prayers,  and 
be  found  good  Afle&ions  in  her  in  Time  of  Prayer ;  but 
when  the  Witch  was  brought  in  again,  tho’  never  fo*  pri¬ 
vately,  altho*  (he  could  not  poflibly,  as  the  Deponent 
conceives,  fee  her,  (he  would  be  immediately  fenfelefs,  and 
like  to  be  ftrangl’d,  and  fo  would  continue  ’till  the  Witch 
was  taken  out ;  and  then,  tho’  never  fo  privately  Carry ’d 
away,  fhe  would  come  again  to  her  Senfes.  That  after¬ 
wards  Mr*  Greatrix ,  Mr.  Blackwall,  and  fome  others,  who  , 
would  needs  fatisfy  themfelves  in  the  Influence  of  the 
Witch’s  Prefence,  try’d  it,  and  found  it  feveral  times,  al- 
tho3'  it  was  done  with  all  poflible  Privacy,  and  fo  as  none 
could  think  it  poflible  for  the  Maid  to  know  either  of  the 
Witch’s  coming  in,  or  going  out. 


Obfervation. 

Here  is,  as  in  WenhamV  Tryal,  a  Clergy -man  evidencing 
dgainjl  the  Pr  if  oner,  alt  ho1  I  do  not  hear  any  Reflections  made 
upon  him  for  fo  doing ;  and  there  are  two  Things  very  remarka¬ 
ble  in  his  Teflimony ,  one,  that  he  found  good  AffeUions  in  the 
Maid  in  Time  of  Prayer  ;  the  other,  that  there  was  a  ftrange 
Alteration  in  her  upon  the  WiicFs  coming  into  the  Rom •  The 
firfi  of  thefe  was  always  objervd  in  Anne  Thorn  ,  who  ,  as 
foon  as  recover'd  out  of  her  Fits ,  which  was  immediately  upon 
their  beginning  to  pray  by  her ,  always  join  d  in  the  Prayers  with 
great  Signs  of  Devotion  and  Trufl  in  God ,  and  in  ker  Intervals , 
fhe  was  almofi  conflantly  reading  or  praying.  There  was  aljo 
obferv  d  in  her  as  great  an  Alteration  upon  Sight  of  the  Witch , 
as  in  Mary  Longdon,  only  it  was  for  the  better ,  which ,  as  I 
have  obferv  d  already ,  may  be.  accounted  for  the  fame  way  as  the 
mfagrs  growing  worfe  at  the  Prejencg  of  Florence  Newton. 
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TO  next  Witnefs  at  the  Tryal,  was  Richard  Magre, 
Mayor  of  Toughall,  who  being  fworn,  faith.  That  about 
the  24th  of  'March  laft,  he  fent  for  Florence  Newton,  and 
examin’d  her  about  the  Maid,  and  (lie  at  firft  deny’dit,and 
accus’d  Goody  Halfpenny  and  Goody  Hod,  but  at  Length, 
when  he  had  caus’d  a  Boat  to  be  provided,  and  had 
thought  to  have  try’d  the  Water-Experiment  on  them  all 
three,  then  Flowrence  Newton  confefs’d,  that  fihe  had 
overlook’d  the  Maid,  and  done  her  Wrong  with  a'  Kifs  ; 
for  which  fhe  was  heartily  forry,  and  pray’d  God  to  for¬ 
give  her.  Then  he  likewife  examin’d  the  other  two  Wo¬ 
men,  Halfpenny  and  Hod,  but  they  utterly  dent’d  it,  and 
were  content  to  abide  any  Tryal ;  whereupon  he  caus’d 
Hod,  Halfpenny i  and  Florence  to  be  carry ’d  to  the  Maid  ; 
and  he  told  her,  thefe  two  Women,  or  one  of  them,  were 
faid  by  Gam  mar  Newton  to  have  done  her  Hurt.  But  fife 
anfwer’d,  No,  no,  they  are  hone  ft  Women,  hut  it  is  G&mmar 
Newton  that  hurts  me,  and  I  believe  fhe  is  net  far  off.  That 
then  they  afterwards  brought  in  Newton  privately,  and 
then  (lie  fell  into  a  mod  violent  Fit,  ready  to  be  ifrangl’d, 
’till  the  Witch  was  remov’d  ;  and  this  for  three  feverai 
Times.  He  farther /depofeth,  That  there  were  three  Al¬ 
dermen  in  Toughall,  whofe  Children  fhe  had  kifs*d,  as  he 
had  heard,  them  affirm,  and  that  all  the  Children  dy’d 
prefently  after  ;  and  as  to  the  fending  to  Cork  to  have  the 
Bolts  put  on,  he  fwears  as  is  formerly  depos’d* 

Obfervaticn. 

Thus  the  Reader  may  find,  p,  16  and  17  of  the  above-men* 
tiond  Account ,  that  Jane  Wenham  accus'd  three  Women  of 
Walkerne,  who  were  brought  before  Sir  Henry  Chauncy  ;  and 
while  he  was  examining  Jane  Wenham  concerning  them ,  Anne 
Thorn  fell  into  a  Fit ,  and  every  one  of  thefe  three  Women  were 
brought  to  [her’  and  touch'd  her,  but  fhe  feem'd  not  to  perceive 
them  in  the  lead.  Then  Jane  Wenham  was  privately  brought 
to  -her,  and  touch'd  her,  and  five  fprung  up  immediately  as  ufa-- 
al  ;  and* aft  cowards  /he  fdd  fhe  could  not  fay  any  Thing  again/} 
thefe  Women,  who  were  thereupon  difeharg'd .  it  is  really  very 
remarkable  to  fee  thefe  Wo  Cafes  agree  in  Jo  many  minute  Cir~ 
cum  fiances,  injomnch ,  that  the  one  Story  Jeems  to  be  only  an  Imi¬ 
tation  of  the  other :  And  yet  1  can  fay  t  to  my  certain  Knowledge, 
that  all  thefe  Things  were  done  before  this  Tryal  of  Florence 
Newton  was  taken  Notice  of  by  any  concern'd  m  the  Projecutim 
of  Jane  Wenham.  E  2  T® 
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To  proceed * . -  .• 

hfeth  Thrnfon  being  fworn,  faid,  1  hat  he  went  m 
'mS laft  with  Roger  Hawkins,  Nicholas  Tyne,  and  others, 

W  the  Prifon,  to  confer  with  Florence  Newt*  about  the 
MaiJ  but  the  would  confefs  nothing  that  Time .  But  10 
waJds  Night  there  was  a  Noife  at  the  Pnfon-Door  as  if 
fomething  had  (hook  the  Door,  and  Florence  ftarted  up, 
and  ('aid8  What  aileth  thee -to  le  here  at  this  Time  of  the 
Stand  there  was  much  Noife  And  they  ask’d  her 
wlut  fire  {poke  to  ?  and  what  made  the  great  Noife  .  But 
fire  deny ’d  that  (he  fpake,  or  that  (he  knew  of  any  Node 
and  laid  If  1  [pole,  1  jaU  I  knew  not  what.  And  they  went 
their  ways  that  Time,  and  went  to  her  again  the  next 
Night,  and  ask’d  her  very  levioufly  about  the  laft  Nights 
Pillage,  and  the  Noife.  And  then  (he  confelsd  to  them, 
that  it  was  a  Greyhound  that  came  to  her,  and  that  (he 
had  feen  it  formerly,  and  that  it  went  out  at  the  Window. 
And  then  die  confefs’d,  that  (he  had  done  the  Maid  wrong, 
for  which  (he  was  forty,  and.  defir’d  God  to  forgive  her. 

This  was  the  moft  material  Evidence  againft  Florence 
'Newton,  for  bewitching  Mary  Longdon.  She  was  alio  in- 
didted  for  bewitchihg  to  Death  one  David  Jones,  by  Kil- 
fmg  his  Hand  thro’  the  Prifon-Gate ;  but  this  no  way  re- 
fembling  Wenhatns  Cafe,  I  refer  the  Reader  to  the  Rea  l- 
on  it  fclf,  at  the  End  of  Mr.  Glanvill  s  Saddimjmm  Tri¬ 
umphal  us.  One  Thing  only  1  (hall  take  Notice  of  to  him, 
that  the  Author  of  the  Advertifement  annex  d  to  it, 
iaith  That  he  eonceiveth  this  Relation  to  be  taken  out 
of  a  Copy  of  an  authentick  Record,  every  half  Sheet  ha¬ 
ving  W.  Jfion  writ  in  the  Margent,  and  W.Aton  at  the 
End,  whom  he  iuppofes  to  be  fome  Pubhck  Notary,  or 
Record-Keeper.  He  adds  this  Witch  of  Tough all  is  io  fa¬ 
mous,  that  he  hath  heard  Mr.  Greatrix  fpeak  of  her  at 
any  Lord  Conway's  at  Ragley.  And  for  my  own  1  art,  1 
'  hope  the  furprizing  Agreement  of  this  Story  with  Jane 
\Vcnkmi%y  will  fufficiently  juffify  my  inferting  it  here. 


A 
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A  fbort  Answer  to  the  principal  ObjeBions 
made,  firft,  Againft  the  Being  and  Poyer  of 
Witches  in  general:  And  fecondly,  The  Cafe  « 
of  Jane  Wenhara  in  particular. 

After  a  Relation  of  Matter  of  Faft  fo  very  ftrange,  and 
vet  lb  well  attefted,  as  the  Account  of  the  Sorceries 
and  Enchantments  of  Jane  Wenkam,  1  thought  (it,  in  or¬ 
der  to  latisfy  feme  well-meaning  Men,  who  have  imbibd 
a-ftrong  Prejudice  againft  the  Being  of  V\  itches,  to  let 
before  them  the  principal  Objections  againft  it  ;  and.  in 
as  clear  a  Method  as  1  can,  to  fhew  the  fcinptmefs  of  thole 
noifv  Exceptions  made  againft  the  Profecutors  of  Jane 
Wenham,  as  if  they  attempted  to  take  away  a  poor  Wo¬ 
man’s  Life,  for  a  Crime  that  fhe  cannot,'  if  lb?  would, be 
guilty  of.  But  before  1  do  this,  I  muft  premile,  that  no¬ 
thing  here  alledg’d,  is  intended  to  convince  thole  tnat  de¬ 
ny  the  Being  of  Spirits  in  general,  and  irr  Confeqtience  the 
Immateriality  of  Human  Sends,,  and  tft  Exigence  of  a  God.  I 
don’t  pretend,  by  this  plain  Narrative,  to  convince  At  merits 
but  refer  ’em  to  the  many  excellent  Authors  that  have 
treated  on  thofe  noble  Subje&s,  and  fbaJl  here  fuppola  roy 
Reader  to  believe  both  the  Being  of  a  God,  rind  the  I  ruth 
of  the  holy  Scriptures  ;  and  inch  a  one  I  defire  only  to  at¬ 
tend  with  Impartiality,  while  1  endeavour  to  remove  ins 

SCTn  order  to  which,  it  is  necefTary,  in  the  firft  1’lace,  to 
fix  the  Meaning  of  the  Word  Witch  ;  by  which  I  mean. 
One,  who,  by  open  or  jeer et  League,  conjeiiteth  to  bfe  tie  -M 
and  Affiance  of  an  evil  Spirit,  m  working  Wonders. beyond  the 
ordinary  Power  of  Nature.  By  Wonders  1  do  not  mean  M- 
racles,  which  can  only  be  done  by  divine  lower;  but 
firAnge  Things,  pieter-natural,  not  iiiper- natural.  ■  IheHe- 
VnCWord  [  Mecajjeph  ]  is  tranflated  by  the  Septuagm 
'  ^  wuich  figmlies  Venefats,  in  the  ^  Usyn 
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Aide  feus,  attho’  Dr.  Moore  faith  from  Aben  Ezjta,  That 
the  proper  Signification  of  that  Word,  is  one  qui  mutat  & 
transfer  mat  Res  natural  es  ad  AfpcEhsm  Oculi.  Take  it  in  ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  Significations,  or  in  both,  it  comes  within 
the  Definition  of  a  Witch  juft  laid  down,  as  do  all  thofe 
other  Words  for  a  Sorcerer,  which  you  find  put  together 
in  the  iSth  Chapter  of  Deuteronomy ,  Ver.  10,  11.  There 
(ball  not  be  found  among  you  any  one  that  ufeth  Divination ,  or 
an  Obferver  of  7mesy  or  an  Enchant  or,  or  a  Witch ,  or  a 
Charmer,  or  a  Confulter  with  a  familiar  Spirit ,  or  a  Necroman¬ 
cer'.  All  thefe  Words  imply  doing  or  telling  fomething 
wonderful,  by  Virtue  of  a  Confederacy  with  an  evil  Spi¬ 
rit.  The  Word  pap/nawto*  does  alfo  imply  the  making  Ufe 
of  natural  Means,  iuch  as,  Herbs,  Ointments,  &c.  to  do 
ftrange  Things  withal,  by  the  Affiftance  of  their  confede¬ 
rate  Spirit.  All  thefe,  I  fay,  are  fo  many  Names  for  a 
Witch,  who  may  have  feveral  Properties  more  than  any 
one  of  thefe  Names  intimates  $  for  which  Reafon  they  feem 
to  be  put  all  together  in  tfiis  Command  of  God  to  his 
People,  not  to  fuffer  any  fuch  Perfons  among  them. 

Having  thus  fix’d  the  Meaning  of  the  Word,  I  come  to 
the  firft  general  Objection  made  againft  the  Being  of 
Witches,  which  is,  this  : 

Obj.  1.  That  the  A6iions  aferib’d  to  Witches,  are  im- 
poffible  in  their  own  Nature  to  be  done  by  Man,  and  ve¬ 
ry  ridiculous. 

Anfw,  That  there  are  indeed  many  Circumftanees  in 
the  Stories  of  Witches,  very  ftrange  and  unaccountable,  I 
readily  allow ;  and  farther,  that  they  are  impoffible  to  be 
perform’d  by  Man,  without  the  Affifiance  of  fome  other 
Power :  But  then  this  very  Thing  is  a  ftfong  Argument, 
that  there  is  really  the  Affiftance  of  feme  Spirit  a&ually 
employ’d  in  doing  thefe  Wonders.  If  I  fee,  for  Inftance, 
as  in  the  Cafe  of  Anne  Thorn ,  a  poor  lame  Creature,  that 
the  Minute  before  could  fcarce  creep  on  the  Ground  ;  if  I 
fee  her  on  the  Sudden  ftart  up,  and  run  with  a  moft  pro¬ 
digious  Swiftnefs,  and  nimbly  vault  over  a  Five-Bar  Gate, 
When  I  lee  this,  I  fay,  1  am  ready  enough  to  believe  it 
could  not  ordinarily  be  done  ;  but  then,  for  that  very  Rea¬ 
fon  I  a  fen  be  it  to  the  Power  of  the  Devil  *  fo  that  the 
feeming  Impoffibility  of  the  Thing,  proves  it  to' be  done 
by  Witchcraft  :  And  in  fuch  Cafes  all  depends  on  the 
Strength  and  Credibility  of  the  Evidence,  as  to  Matter  of 
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Faft.  But  certainly  *tis  a  very  wild  way  of  Arguing,to  con* 
elude,  that  becaufe  a  Thing  which  isfworn  By  feveraland 
credible  Eye-witnefTes,  is  ftrange  and  unaccountable,  nay, 
imp o dibit  to  be  perform’d  by  Man  alone,  that  therefore 
it  mud  be  falfe,  and  never  done  at  all.  V  At  this  Rate  no 
Man  mud  believe  his  Senfes,  and  confequently  all  theTe- 
ftimony  of  Miracles  to,  the  Truth  of  the  Gofpel,  falls  to  the 
1  Ground.  Ought  not  rather  every  wife  and  difeerning  Man* 
at  the  Sight  of  fuch  wonderful  Things,  immediately  to  ap¬ 
ply  himielf  to  difeover,  whether  the  Thing  may  not,  in 
its  own  Nature,  imply  no  Contradiction,  but  be,  altboJ 
above  the  Power  of  Man,  yet  within  that  of  Tome  other 
immaterial  Agent ;  and  by  other  Circumdances  to  difeover 
what  that  Agent  is,  whether  a  good  Angel,  or  an  evil 
Spirit?  ^  _  yv- 

We  ought  in  thefe  Cafes  carefully  to  didinguifh  between 
what  is  impofiible  in  its  own  Nature,  and  confequently 
implies  a  Contradi&ion  ;  and  what  may  be  done,  altho’ 
we  cannot  conceive  the  Modus  of  it  ;  which  (Lews  indeed 
the  Weaknefs  of  human  Underdanding,  and  the  Imper¬ 
fection  and  ShortTghtednefs  of  our  Apprehenfions ;  but  is 
no  more  an  Argumentagaind  the  Reality  of  fuch  Perfor¬ 
mances,  than  it  is  againft  the  Truth  of  this  Fropofition, 

The  Fat  us  is  really  form'd  in  the  Wbmh  of  a  Woman,  becaufe 
we  know  not  the  Manner  how  it  is  fo  form’d.  Methinks 
it  favours  too  much  of  Pride  and  Conceited nefs,  for  a 
Man  to  exalt  his  own  Opinion  above  the  cleared  Teftiino- 
ny  and  plained  Demondrations  of  Fa6l ;  and  to  chufe 
rather  to  give  the  Lie  to  all  the  World,  than  believe  a 
Thing  beyond  the  Reach  of  his  narrow  Conceptions. 

As  for  Things  of  this  Nature  being  ridiculous ;  if  thofe 
who  cannot  underftand,  and  therefore  will  not  believe 
them,  are  refolv’d  to  turn  ’em  into  Ridicule,  who  can  help 
it  ?  It  neither  detracts  from  the  Truth  nor  Credibility  of 
any  Matter  of  Fabf,  that  forae,  who  a  re  wife  in  their  own 
Conceits,  make  a  Jed  of  it.  This  only  proceeds  from  a 
conceited  Ignorance,  the  Cenfure  or  Applaufes  of  Which 
are  equally  below  a  wile  Man  s  Regard.  So  that,  ip  fhort,  • 
the  Anfwer  to  this  Obje&ion,  comes  to  this,  That  unlefs 
it  can  be  prov’d  that  thofe  Things  are  impofiible  to  be 
done  by  any  Power  whatfoever,  that  of  Spirits  not  excepted , 
this  Objeblion  can  be  of  no  Force  again d  the  Tedimony 
of  our  Senfes,  or  that  of  credible  Eye-witnefles  to  Matter  ,s 
of  Fatl.  1  Qbj,  % 
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Obj .  2.  It  13  very  improbable  that  a  Spirit  of  fuch  Wif~ 
doth,  and  Power  as  the  Devil,  fhould  doop  fo  low  as  to 
fubmit  to  be  at  the  Command  of  a  filly  old  Woman,  and 
run  up  and  down  to  execute  her  petty  Revenge.  * 

An  fin.  That  there  are  Orders  and  Degrees  of  evil  Spirits, 
is  not  at  all  improbable  ;  arid,  upoit  this  Suppofition,  it 
will  not  be  absolutely  neeeffary,  to  put  the  Prince  of  Dark- 
nefs  hihjeff  upon  thefe  little  fervile  Employments ;  but  we 
may  well  enough  afcribe  it  to  one  of  his  inferior  Agents. 
It  is  alio  the  Opinion  ofibine  learned  and  ingenious  Men, 
that  the  Familiars  of  Witches,  may  be  the  departed  human 
Souls  of  fome’wicked  and  malicious  ;Men,.  podefs’d  with 
an  infatiable  Third  after  Mifchief,  which  by  the  Lam  and 
Capacity  of  their  Condition ,  they  may  not  be  capable  of  exe¬ 
cuting  theinie  Ives;  thefe  may  be  employ’d  in  fome  of  the 
meanelt  Services  of  the  Kingdom  of  Hell.  We  know  that 
the  Souls  of  good  Men,  in  a  feparate  State,  are  laid  to  be 
icr*yfe\o/y  or  in  a  like  Condition  with  the  blefied  An¬ 
gels  ;  and  why  then  may  not  the  Souls  of  evil  Men  be  alio 
ijojaupfin?*  in  the  word  Senfe  of  the  World,  in  a  Con¬ 
dition  or  State  like  that  of  the  infernal  Angels?  And  what 
if  we  fhould  farther  fuppofe  many  of  thefe  Witches  Imps,' 
to  be  the  departed  Souls  of  fome  that  have  been  Witches 
themfelvesj  I  fee  nothing  unreafonable  in  this  Conjecture; 
which  if  allow'd,  a  dill  more  probable  Account  may  dill 
be  given  of  fome  of  the  mod  vile  and  mean  Performances 
©f  fuch  t Spirits;  altho’  all  the  greater  Wonders  of  Witch¬ 
craft,  fuch  as  raifmg  Storms  and  Tempeds,  and  the  like, 
are  undoubtedly  done  by  the  Devil  himfelf,  that  God  of 
this  World ,  and  Prince  of  the  Power  pf  the  Air,  I  urge  farther, 
that  fuppofing  thele  Familiars  to  be  really  Devils ,  that  is, 
fuch  Spirits  as  had  before  their  Fall  been  Angels  of  Light  ; 
yet  dill  the  only  Difficulty  here  objected,  comes  to  this. 
That  the  greated  Degree  of  Wicked  nefs  is  alfo  the  mod 
abjeCt  Bafenefs,  and  viled  Slavery.  And  how  this  can  be 
of  any  Force  againd  Matter  of  FaCt,  and  the  cleared  Tefti- 
mony,  f  leave  to  the  Judgment  of  any  fenfible  and  im¬ 
partial  Reader.  I  come  now  to  a  more  Ipecious  Objection. 

.Ghj.  3.  It  is  inconfident  with  the  Providence  of  God, 
to  permit  the  Power  of  Witches  to  hurt  the  Innocent;  fuch 
as  Children,  who  are  mod  fubjeCt  to  be  bewitch’d. 

Anjw.  Suppoie  I  Ihould  biing  an  Argument -againd  the 
Providence  of  Almighty  God,  from  t \iz  other  Dangers  and 

'  Violences 
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Violences  that  Children  are  expos’d  to,  either  from  Acci¬ 
dent,  or  Cruelty  of  thek  Neighbours  ;  and  upon  Sight  of 
a  murder’d  Child,  fhould  exclaim  -‘again#  the  JujHce  of 
Heaven,  for  not  iiuraculoufly  protecting  it  again#  the  Bar¬ 
barity  of  its  inhuman  Butcher:  Should  I  not  immediate¬ 
ly  be  reprimanded  for  murmuring  again#  God,  and  for¬ 
getting  the  many  and  wonderful  Preservations  of  others  ? 
Should  I  not  be  put  in  Mind,  that  confidering  the  Weak- 
nefsof  thatState,  it  is  rather  wonderful  that  there  fhould  be 
fo  fwlnftances  of  this  Kind,  than  that  there  fhould  be  my  ? 
Juft  fo  it  is  in  this  Cafe,  confidering  the  Power,  the  Num¬ 
ber,  and  implacable  Malice  of  evil  Spirits,  it  is  only  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  Care  of  Providence  over  us,  that  there  are  fo 
few  of  us  fubjedf  to  their  Power;  and  if  fome  Witches  are 
permitted  to  hurt  now  and  then  one  of  their  innocent 
Neighbours,  it  is  certainly  for  fome  wife  and  good  End 
that  they  arefo  permitted  ;  fuch  as  perhaps  the  Difcovery 
of  the  Witches  themfelves,  the  convincing  of  an  Unbelie¬ 
ver,  or  fome  other  wife  Reafon,  which  lies  hidden  from 
our  Sight  among  the  unfathomable  Depths  and  Myfteries 
of  Providence  ;  again#  the  Being  or  juiiice  of  which  it  is 
no  more  an  Argument,  than  the  unequal  Diftributions  of 
Good  and  Evil  in  this  Life,  the  Ignorance  and  Barbarity 
of  the  much  greateft  Part  of  the  World,  and  the  many  Pe¬ 
rils  and  Dangers  we  are  all  daily  fubjedfto.  And  if  it  be 
not  a  concluding  Argument  again#  the  very  Being  of  Pro¬ 
vidence,  it  cannot  be  fufficient  to  take  away  the  Evidence 
of  Senfe  in  Matters  of  Fa6L  1 

Obj.  4:  It  is  alfo  objedfed ,  that  the  Strength  of  Melan- 
cholly,  and  Force  of  Imagination,  aferibes  any  #range  In¬ 
vent  to  Sorcery  and  Witchcraft,  which  is  the  more  lufpi- 
cious,  becaufe  the  Perfons  accus’d,  are  generally  poor  old 
Women;  and  thofe  affidted,  are,  for  the  mo#  Part, ^ ei¬ 
ther  Children,  or  weak  ignorant  People,  that  are  eafiiy  im¬ 
pos’d  upon, 

Anfw.  That  the  Power  of  Fancy  is  very  great,  may  ea- 
fily  be  acknowledg’d ;  and  yet,  i  mu#  needs  fay,  it  re¬ 
quires  more  Credulity  to  believe,  that  fo  many  and  io  clear 
Circuinftances  of  Fadf,  as,  for  In#ance,  the  Conveyance 
of  Pins  through  the  Air  into  the  Bands  ©f  a  Perfon  when 
they  are  ty’d  down,  or  the  finding  of  very  curious  and  ar¬ 
tificial  Cakes  of  Feathers  in  a  Pillow  but  a  little  before 
Buff’d  with  Down,  and  other  the  like  firange  Things,  to 
V  F  be 
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be  dll  but  the  Work  of  Fancy,  and  that  forty  or  fifty 
Spedfitors  Ihould  be  all,  juft  at  the  fame  Time,  impos’d 
upon  by  the  fame  chimerical  Imaginations  :  This,  I  lay, 
requires  more  Credulity  to  believe,  than  all  the  Stories 
of  Witchcraft  put  together.  .  At  this  Rate,  no  Man  can  tell 
when  or/  how  to  believe  what  he  fees  or  hears  5  and  it  puts 
an  End  to  the  Credit  of  all  human  Teftimony  whatfoe- 
ver.  As  for  the  Reafon,  why  filly  old  Women  Ihould  gene¬ 
rally  enter  into  tfCbfe  Combinations  with  the  Devil,  it  is 
probable,  that  the  Devil  takes  Advantage  of  this  their  Ig¬ 
norance  and  Poverty ;  efpecialiy,  if  accompany ’d  with  a 
malicious  Mind,  and  a  Cuftom  of  invoking  the  Devil  in 
Curfes  and  Imprecations,  as  in  the  Gate  of  Jane  Wenham  5 
and  that  thus  he  more  eftedlually  fecures  their  Souls  to  him 
for  ever,  and  puts  them,  as  far  as  poffible,  from  any  Like¬ 
lihood  of  making  their  Peace  with  God  by  Repentance. 
However,  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  concluded  from 
this  Part  of  the  Objection,  than  that  the  Policy  of  Hell  is 
Unknown  to  us,  which  cannot  deftroy  the  clear  Evidence  of 
Matter  of  Fafl . 

Obj .  5.  Another  Obje&ion  is.  That  fince  the  Times  of  the 
Gofpel,  there  can  be  no  Witches, becaufe  our  Saviour  Chrift 
came  to  deftroy  the  Worh  of  the  Devil ;  and  it  is  notori¬ 
ous,  that  he  is  driven  from  his  Temples,  and  all  his  Ora¬ 
cles  are  ft  ruck  dumb  ;  from  whence  it  is  probable,  that  he 
has  no 'longer  the  Power  he  once  bad  to  affift  his  Servants 
i%  working  Wonders. 

Anfw.  1  he  Scriptures  do  more  than  once  exprefly  men¬ 
tion  Witches  apd  Sorcerers,  fince  the  Time  of  our  Saviour 
Chrift,  wheels  that  noted  Place  in  the  5th  Chapter  of  the 
Epiftle  to  the  Galatians ,  Verfe  the  20th.  Befides  which, 
the  Story  of  Simon  Magus  alone  might  iufficien£ly  confute 
this  Objeffion,  who  work’d  fuch  Wonders,  that  he  de¬ 
ceiv’d  many  :  He,  fays  the  Author  of  the  APIs  of  the  Apo- 
ftles ,  c.  8.  v.  cy  us/d  Sorcery ,  and  bewitch'd  the  People  of  Sa¬ 
maria  pand  yet  all  the  ftrange  Things  he  did,  were  done 
by  the  aiMing  Power  of  the  Devil ;  fo  that  fome  Time 
after  our  Saviour’s  Afcenfion,  this  Power  did  remain  to 
the  great  Deceiver  ;  and  I  believe  the  Obje&ors  will  find 
it  more  difficult,  than  at?  firft  Sight  it  appears,  to  fix  any 
Period  of  Time  when  this  Power  of  Satan  ceas’d.  If  they 
fay  it  was,  wheri  be  wras  driven  from  his  Temples  and  his 
Altars,  pray  let  ’em  tell  me  when  was  that  ?  Gr  are  they 
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fure  that  ever  there  was  fuch  a  Time  ?  Docs  not  the  Devil 
ftill  retain  fuch  a  Dominion  over  the  Minds  Of  whole  Na¬ 
tions  in  America,  and  other  Parts  of  the  World,  that  they 
ere<51  Temples  to  him,  and  fall  down  before  him,  worfhip- 
ping  him  as  a  God  *  And  why  this  Part  only  of  the  De¬ 
vil’s  Power,  which  confifts  in  making  CompaBs ,  and  en¬ 
tering  into  Covenants  with  fiich  wretched  Creatures  as 
Witches  are,  fhould  be  taken  from  him,  and  all  the  reft 
left  intirely  to  him,  I  muft  profefs  my  felf  not  able  to  i- 
magi  ne. 

Befides,  there  is  one  ugly  Confequence  from  this Ob; e- 
6fion,  which  I  believe  few  of  thofe  forefee  that  have  it  fo 
often  in  their  Mouths,  which  is  this :  If  from  the  Silence 
of  Oracles,  and  the  Extirpation  of  -  Idolatry,  it  may  be 
concluded,  that  the  Devil  is  alfo  forc’d  to  leave  oft  all 
Communication  and  Correfpondence  wieh  fiich  vile  pro¬ 
fligate  Perfons  as  Witches  ;  no  Reafon  can  be  given,  why 
from  the  fame  Topicks  it  may  not  as  well  be  co Heeled,  that 
he  is  alfo  put  from  his  nearer  Temples  within  us,  and  una¬ 
ble  any  longer  by  his  Temptations  to  deduce  Mankind  to 
eternal  Ruin.  There  is  as  great  a  Congruity  of  one  Con- 
fequence  with  the  Premifes,  as  of  the  other  ;  tho’,  I  muft 
needs  fay,  they  can  neither  of  them  be  prov’d  by  any  Lo- 
gick  I  ever  yet  met  with.  I  fhall  only  urge  farther  againft 
this  Obje61ion,  two  other  Places  in  the  New  Tcftament, 
wherein  Sorcerers  are  exprefly  mention'd,  and  feverely  threa¬ 
ten  d.  The  fir  fit  is,  Revel.  21.  S.  But  the  Fearful  and  Unbe¬ 
lieving,  and  the  Abominable,  and  Murderers ,  and  Whore¬ 
mongers ,  and  Sorcerers ,  and  Idolaters,  and  all  Lyars,  fhall 
have  their  Part  in  the  Lake  which  bur  net  b  with  Fire  and  Brim - 
fione ;  which  is  ihe  fecond  Death .  The  other  is  in  the  laft 
Chapter  of  the  Revelations ,  v.  1 5.  For  without  are  Dogs p 
and  Sorcerers,  and  Whore-mongers,  &c.  Here  y«u  fee  no  lefs 
than  Fire  and  Brimftane  in  one  Place,  and  perpetual  Ex- 
clufton  from  the  holy  City,  the  Newr  Jerufalem ,  in  the  other, 
exprefly  denounc’d  againft  Sorcerers,  who  are  reckon’d  a- 
mong  the  vileft  Offenders,  and  moft  profligate  Sinners, 
fuch  as  Murderers  and  Idolaters .  Now,  what  a  Jeft  is  it  to 
fuppofe  tlie  Scnptures  all  this  while  fighting  with  a  Shadow , 
and  threatening  Damnation  to  thole  who  fhall  be  guilty 
of  a  Crime  impoflible  to  be  committed  ?  If  this  is  not  ri¬ 
diculing  the  Word  of  God,  I  know  not  what  is. 
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Obj.  6.  I  (hall  mention  but  one  Objection  more  again# 
the  Being  of  Witches  in  general,  Which  is  fuch  a  one  as  I 
would  willingly  have  omitted,  on  Account  of  its  horrid 
Profanenefs,  were  I  not  too  well  fatisfy’d,  that  ’tis  often 
madeUfe  of  among  thofe  who  call  tbemfelves  Chrifians ; 
k  is  this :  If  we  believe  Witches  can  do  Wonders  by  the 
Help  of  the  Devil,  how  fhali  we  knpw  that  the  Miracles 
of  our  Saviour  were  not  alfo  the  EffeCts  of  a  Diabolical 
Impofture  i 

A  fv.  To  this  ObieCHon,  the  beft  Anfwer  will  be  in 
our  Savkuts  own  Words  to  the  unbelieving  Fharifees, 
Matt.  12*  2 6.  If  Satan  caff  oat  Satan ,  he  is  divided  again ff 
himfelfy  how  then  f hall  his  Kingdom  ft  and  $  The  Defign  of 
our  Redeemer’s  coming  into  the  World,  was  to  deftroy 
the  Kingdom  of  Satan,  to  preach  Repentance  apd  Salva¬ 
tion  to  Sinners,  and  to  fhew  us  the  Way  to  eternal  Life; 
how  then  could  the  Miracles  of  Chrift  be  attributed  to  the 
Power  of  Satan,  which  he  came  to  pull  down  ? 

It  ought  far tber  to  be  confider’d,  that  the  wonderful 
Works  of  the  bleiTed  Jefus  were  truly  Miracles ,  that  is,  a- 
bove  the  Power  of  any  created  Being  (that  of  the  Devil 
hiinfelf  not  excepted)  to  effect ;  fuch  as  railing  one  from 
the  Dead,  who  had  been  really  dead  fo  long,  that  thofe 
of  his  Relations,  who  had  bury’d  him,  fuppos’d  that  by 
this  Time  he  fink’d.  Job.  ii.  39,  And  what  was  moft 
wonderful  of  all,  railing  himfelf  the  third  Day.  Befides, 
the  Miracles  of  Chrift  were  all  full  of  Love  and  Charity, 
fuch  as  healing  the  Sick,  -giving  Sight  to  the  Blind,  Food 
to  the  Hungry  in  a  Defart,  &c.  Whereas  nothing  but 
Spite,  Envy,  and  Malice,  appears  in  tbe^ftrange  Things 
done  by  thele  Confederates  of  Satan,  the  End  and  Defign 
of  them  being  to  torment  and  hurt  their  Neighbours.  The 
Miracles  of  our  Saviour  bear  upon  them  the  cleared  Marks 
ot  the  Finger  of  God  of  Mercy  ;  whereas  the  Wonders 
done  by  Witches  and  Sorcerers,  do  plainly  indicate  a  Hcl- 
lilh  and  Diabolical  Malice.1  Thofe  who  are  fo  forward  to 
raiie  this  Objection  upon  every  Occafion.  "would  do  well 
ieriouily  to  conlider  what  that  Sin  againff  the  Holy  Ghoft 
is,  for  which  there  is  no  Repentance.  This  was,  in  the  Opi¬ 
nion  of  the  moft  learned  Divines,  nothing  but  the  attri¬ 
buting  the  Aiiracles  cf  Cifriff  tc  the  Power .  of  the  Dtvil ;  and 
iet  them  have  a  Care  left  they  alio  come  near  the  Commif- 
iion  of  that  dreadful  Sin.
